$8,000 APPUOl’HlATKl) FOR PUBLIC 1.IBRA11Y 
BEPAW*. 

Iloth hranchp* of tho city government 
«ict Monday evening, the hoard of alder- 
men holding a special session. Aldermen 
Pettoe and Nickerson were both absent. 

After the reading of tho minutes of the 
last meeting, Alderman Ilollis presented a 
petition from the residents of Hovey and 
Wsb an streets, Ward One. asking to have 
an underground drain constructed that 
vould tako off the surface water, which 
now overflows the streets every fall and 
spring, doing great damage to the side- 
walks, cellats ami lawns in tho vicinity. 
The residents of Kenrick street, Ward Seven, 
asked to have the street graded, stoned up 
and made the proper width. Tho residents 
of Nevada street asked to have the street 
graded and put in proper condition; 
all referred to the highway committee. 

M. C. Lathe asked to be appointed a pri- 
vate detective, under the provisions of the 
public statutes, which provide that in 
©ties of over 20.000 population, private de- 
tectives can be appointed, provided they 
pay a $10 fee and give a bond for $3,000. 
The City Solicitor had approved tho appli- 
cation and said that there was no doubt 
hut that the city had the requisite popula- 
tion. The petition was granted and Mr. 
Laffic was appointed. 

TIIK PUBLIC LIBRARY REPAIRS. 

Aldernmu Grant reported an order ap- 
propriating $2,000 for repairs and improve- 
ments in the old portion of the public 
library building, to be expended by the 
public property committee and charged to 
the taxes of 1SS7. 

Mr. Grant explained the order and said 
that this money was for work not contem- 
plated when the order appropriating money 
lor the new building was passed. That 
work would be paid for by tho original ap- 
propriation, which would not be exceeded. 
There were curtain repairs that could he 
<June now at a much less cost than if the 
library was open, and if yve wait a year the 
Cost would not be less than $3,000, and the 
Work must ue done if the library is to be 
put in proper condition. The items include 
lew outside doors; the present ones are of 
•oft wood, are badly cracked in places, and 
present a cheap appearance, not in keeping 
with the building; new oak doors are de- 
tfircil and they will cost $105. The reading 
loom needs plastering which would cost 
$00; and it would lie good economy to have 
the walls sheathed up for about 5 feet, the 
cr>st of which would bo $225. At present 
the new portion on the upper floor is 
separated from the library hall by a single 
door. Hud it would he a great improvement 
if this doorway was made some 14 feet 
wide, with an arch from 10 to 12 feet high. 
The ventilation and lighting would both 
t>o better: this improvement would cost 
ffclK). A new entrance to the reading room 
is also needed, as now visitors have to go 
t4> a flight of steps to the front door, and 
do-vn a flight to the reading room; it is pro- 
posed to ut.lize the window at. the left of 
the entrance, which opens into a store- 
room, for a door, cut down the storeroom 
and thus enlarge the hall, which will give 
• convenient entrance to the reading-room, 
and leave the store-room of ample size; the 
cost of this will he about $200. The total 
<tt these changes will amount to about 
$1050. In the new refereuce-romn no pro- 
vision has been made for cases or drawers 
for the costly books and works of art, and 
as the generous gift of Mr. Fallow will 
aoon increase the number of such books, 
•omo provision must be made for their 
•reservation. The estimated cost is about 
and this will leave $385 of the $2,000 
appropriation. This sum will be needed 
<u provide chairs and tables, for which no 

I ivovision was made in the appropriation 
or the addition to the library. The work 
ought to ho done and must be done within 
a year or two, and the city would save at 
least 33 1-3 per cent, of the^eost by doing it 
•low. 

Alderman Ilollis asked if it was wise to 
•Bake such a large opening between the 
upper halls, when iron doors had been pro- 
vided to make the building lire proof. He 
4iad visited the library and did not think 
•udi an opening would add much to the 
light, hut lie asked simply for information. 

Alderman Grant said that tho public 
property committee had visited the library 
rii company with the trustees, and were 
unanimous I”, the opinion that it would be 
a great improvement, and the plan had 
•been eudors .1 both by the architect, the 
frits tees ami the committee. 

Alderman Harwood endorsed tho plan as 
an excellent one, and said that now was 
fUo proper time to do the work. He knew 
that tho trustees were unanimous in favor 
of it. 

Mayor Kimball stated that. Alderman 
•■Pet tee, who .v.i.'. detained at home by ill- 
ness, had written him that he was in iavor 
at the improvement, and would vote for 
-Hie order if he were present. 

The order was then adopted by a ituani- 
aaous yea and nay vote. 

OTHER MATTERS. 

ffldennau Ilollis from the joint standing 
unnmittce on claims, presented an order 
f»M the payment to Mrs. Kli/.aholh G. 
Rogers of $300, for damages done to her 
bouse by tho overflow from Hyde brook. 
The original order was for $250, but it had 
been rejected by the common council, ami 
«ow Mrs. lingers hail refused to accept that 
•um. The md~r was adopted. 

Alderman Johnson reported an order au- 
thorizing the nayment of $1,000 to the 
treasurer of the Cottage Hospital, the 
Hanio to be charged to the Hospital appro- 
priation; minuted. 

Alderman Grant moved to take from tho 
table the order impropriating $#4.00, for re- 
pairs on the old Wdliams school house, and 
said the lessees were not responsible for 
these repairs. The motion passed and the 
order was adopted. 

Alderm in Ilollis from the committee on 
c} funis, reported an order appropriating 
$500, to pay a claim against the city now 
}< aiding in court, the claim being one of 
•«>mo three or four years’ standing, the 
■money to be expended under the super- 
yjMon oi the Mayor, City .Solicitor, and 
chairman of the committee on claims; 
adopted. 

Two small bills were approved and 
ordered paid. 

Papers from the common council were 
Received. ( lias C. Burr of Auburnduiu 
Stated that Hi* drain from the tunnel was 
not lai-'o enough to carry off the water, and 
fi mi :jo ved on to his land near Tiuklmin’s 
•table. He asked that the drain he en- 


larged so that it could carry off the water; 
referred to committee on drains and cul- 
verts. 

An order was adopted, appropriating 
$600 for constructing a drain on Charles 
street, Ward Four, awl charging llic same to 
any unexpended balances, or to next year’s 
assessment of taxes. 

Residents of Kdinboro street, Ward Two. 
asked that the street he laid out, graded 
and accepted l»y the city; referred. 

Thirty-six residents and property own- 
ers on Broadway, Ward Two, asked that 
the street he laid out, graded and accepted 
by the city; referred. 

Nine residents of Cranberry street. Ward 
Three, asked that the street ho laid out, 
graded and accented, from Derby street 
to the Waltham line. 

On motion of Alderman Harwood an 
order was adopted, appropriating a sum 
not to exceed $100 for each ward, for 
watering the streets from April II to Oct. 
11, provided that the citizens raise an equal 
amount, and not over $50 be paid for each 
watering cart, the water to he paid for at 
the rate of 12 cents per 1,000 gallons; tho 
said sum to he expended under tho super- 
vision of the highway committee, and 
charged to the appropriation for watering 
tho streets. 

An order was passed that the highway com- 
mittee repair the east side of Shaw street, 
Ward Three, for the convenience of child- 
ren attending the Barnard school. 

Alderman Hollis presented tho petition 
of the Newton Associates, L. E. Collin, 
treasurer, for a license to build a brick 
block, 00x70 feet, on Walnut street, Ward 
Two, to be used for stores, and that they 
may fence off ten feet of the side-walk awl 
street, during the building; granted. 

A license was granted to Lucy E. Chad- 
wick. for the erection of a stable 25x32 
feet on Walnut street. The same appili- 
eant also gave notice of intention to build 
a house on Walnut street, 4l)x42. 

Christopher O’Brien was granted a li- 
cense to move a building 18x17 feet, from 
Franklin street, to West street. Ward Two. 

L. B. Gay gave notice of his intention to 
build a brick dwelling on Franklin street. 
Ward Seven. The board then adjourned. 

TIIK COMMON* COUNCIL 
transacted concurrent business. 

On tho order for clerical assistance for 
the City Auditor, Councilman Kedpath 
spoke as one of the committee on accounts, 
of the great amount of work done by tlio 
city auditor, and as clerk of committee ho 
had to go to Boston, often being half a day 
from his office to attend some meeting. 
When the salary of the other officers was 
raised, Mr. Otis said that he was satisfied 
with his salary, hut lie would like some as- 
sistance, and be asked for two hundred dol- 
lars; he stated that Mr. Otis would be 
found in his office almost every evening 
until 8 or l) and often until 10 o’clock, 
and he bad even staid all night in order to 
keep up with his work, and he thought 
that Mr. Otis was the hardest worked mail 
in the employ of tho city. In his two j 
years’ connection with the city govern- 
ment, he had never found a mistake in the 
work of Mr. Otis and lie moved to amend 
and increase the sum from $75 to $200. 
The amendment was seconded by Council- 
man Powell, who said that he know by his | 
own experience the difference between , 
weekly and monthly payments, and the 
order as amended was passed. 

When the order appropriating $2,000 
for repairs on the Public Library was 
reached. Councilman Kennedy endorsed 
it, and explained tho reasons for it, which 
were substantially the same as those pre- 
sented by Alderman Grant in the other 
board. 

Councilman Tyler, who represented the 
board of Trustees, also endorsed the order, 
and said that the improvements ealled for 
were all that was needed to make our Pub- 
lic Library second to none in the state. 
He also referred to the generous gift of 
Mr. Fal low to the Library, and the need of 
cases to protect the books to he bought by 
the income of the fund provided. 

The order was adopted by a unanimous 
vote, alter which tho Council adjourned. 

One of tho hardest sort of people was 
asked to subscribe to some worthy object.

AN INTKMCBTINO ADKUKHR BY MRS. K. N. 

L. WALTON OF WKHT NEWTON. 

Mr. E. N. L* Walton of West Newton ad- 
drcHHcd the ladies of tho Women’s Educa- 
tional and Industrial Union at 74 Boylston 
street, Boston, .Sunday afternoon. on “Some 
Thoughts on tho Indian Question.” She 
gave a graphic account of the unfair treat- 
ment. of the red men by the whites from 
tho colonial times down to the present 
period. Our government had not dealt 
equitably with tho aborigines. They had 
been despoiled of their lands, and when 
they had asked for their rights, the nation 
refuse to give that to which they were en- 
titled. Tho Indian, wronged and outraged, 
and failing to get redress, took it into his 
own hands to defend himself. The mo- 
ment ho did this a cry was raised against 
him, and loud calls for his extermination 
arc heard on all sides. This is shameful 
and unworthy of our civilization. Wo 
should adopt a different policy in dealing 
with these people. The futuro of the In- 
dian rests entirely with the United States 
government,. Powerless now for any per- 
manent harm, whatever his disposition, he 
is in our power. Wo can do with him, or 
for him, what wo will. Wo can hunt him 
down, and finally exterminate him, if we 
will pay the cost in money and in national 
honor. Let us count tho cost in money of 
one such experience, that of the -Cheyenne 
war in 1S($4, consequent on the Chivington 
massacre of Indians at Sandwich, near Fort 
Lyon, in Colorado. That war, according to 
tlie report of a commission, made up of 
(tens. Sherman. Harney ana others, cost 
the country $:-I,00D t 0i)0 f sacrificed the lives 
of hundreds of our soldiers, and caused the 
butchery of many settlors on the borders. 
Fifteen or twenty Indians were all that 
were killed. Other Indian wars have cost 
us in the same proportion. It was clear, 
then, that wo cannot afford to exterminate 
him by military force. Our only hope is in 
his civilization.* The number of Indians, 
exclusive of Alaska, (20,000), as 
given in the commission report of 18S0, was 
247,701. Their reservations occupied 212,- 
40(1 square miles — about three times the 
area of Kansas. Near these are some :J7 
military posts for the protection of whites 
and Indians, with larger or smaller garri- 
sons. <)t these 247,701 Indians, 141,010 — a 
trifle more than one-half — wear the white 
man’s dress, wholly or in part, and 00,004 — 
10 per cent. — can read. About OS per cent, 
of them get their living by civilized ways, 
00 per cent, by savage, and 20 per cent, are 
supported by the government. Are they 
not well on the way to civilization, and is 
it too much to assume that the other half, 
by proper means, may be induced to adopt 
civilized ways and to work? The Indian 
should be educated and enlightened as 
rapidly as possible. When lie shall have 
learned to speak and write our language, 
to earn his own living by bis own labor, to 
obey the law, and aid in making and ad- 
ministering it, the Indian problem will be 
solved, and not until then. Money wisely 
applied to these ends will be well spent. 


THE SUBURBAN RESIDENT. 

A GHAIMIIC DESCRIPTION OF Ills TRIBULA- 
TIONS. 


Most of our readers will be able to sym- 
pathize with the following description of 
the tribulations of a suburban resident 
“1 spend my life in catching trains,” ho 
said to a reporter: “I live in the 

country because I like it better 
than living in the city, but it is not 
all pleasure. In the morning 1 like to 
sleep, and I usually do so beyond the hour 
at which I should rise. That makes me 
hustle into my clothes, put off shaving my- 
self. bolt my breakfast, and run to the 
station, feeling half-dressed and gummy 
and study and mad. I always carry a 
book with me, for, in spite of the solicita- 
tions of my friends for my eyes, I do read 
on tho tram when 1 am given the chance.

and more entertaining company than 
Shakespeare or any of them. 1 freeze* 
those follows once in a while, and then 
they devote their clammy lives to frost-bit- 
ing the ears of my acquaintances with re- 
marks that I am ‘stuck on myself’ and all 
that. Then fora time 1 put away Shakes- 
peare and treat those bores as if 1 loved 
them almost to death. Then they tell that 
they ‘used to think I was stuck up. 

“Bub tho botheration of my life is tho 
catching of trains for home in tho after- 
noon. 1 make up my mind what train 1 
am going to take, and then 1 begin doing 
business with the eloek. I shadow its 
hands like a detective— watch every icvo- 
iution with increased fear that I shall not 
be able to linish my day’s work in time to 
catch that train. I beconlo nervous, rush 
through my work, doing it twice as poorly 
and a good deal more incxpoditiously than 
1 would if I took my time to it am) could 
walk home when it was done. For an 
hour before train time 1 do almost nothing. 

1 dare not begin anything that 1 cannot 
linish in the time allowed, and the result is 
J sit there at my desk and make false 
motions and try to think of little things 
that 1 can do to li 11 in tho time. In the 
end 1 start for tho depot and then — of 
course then— I think of a thousand im- 
portant things I might have done in tho 
last hour. 1 believe 1 work harder than 
any man in our ollice, for, in addition to 
what 1 accomplish in a business way, 1 
spent the exertion of a good day’s labor 
watching the clock and calculating wheth- 
er 1 can do this or that piece of business 
and still catch tho train. 

“The train on which I ride homo is lilletl 
with suburban passengers who have, proba- 
bly, been doing about as I have, and arc, as 
a consequence, in no better frame of mind 
than I am, for, say what you please about 
•soft jobs’ and all that, the man who lias 
done the best day’s work and made the 
most results, feels the best ami happiest at 
tho end of it. Well, these surly, morose 
fellows sit and glare nDwiio another, snarl 
at the brakeman for having tho car too hot 
or too cold or too comfortable or too sonn - 
thing or other, say something mean to il © 
conductor, then Uneaten to report him u 
he docs or docs not answer them, .veil at 
s »mcl ody to shut the door bofoie lie h. s 
Pad time to get in or out, swear at the com- 
pany for having tho scats locked down i r 
not locked down, snap at tho train boy for 


not having breakfast bacon or beefsteak at 
least in b»s slock, turn up their noses at 
this man’s strong old pipe and that one’s 
namby-pamby cigarette, grunt and growl 
because they can’t see through the frost on 
the windows, and snarl because every loafer 
at every station probably caq stand outside 
and look in at them; and, in line, there wo 
sit — I ns bad ns the rest— doing our level 
best to nrove the truthfulness of the charge 
made by every living trainman that 
suburban passengers are the meanest lot of 
stock that is ever shipped over that road or 
any other.” 

I ought to say that my friend, while tak- 
ing on at this rate, was laboring under an 
undue strain, for ho had just run four 
blocks at the top of his propelling ability 
and readied the depot just in time to see 
the tail of the last train whisking around 
tho curve.

“When I was writing the other day about 
tho evil effects that flowed, in part, at least., 
from tho want of manual and technical 
training of hoys, it did not occur to me to 
make tho epigrammatic remark that many 
of them have gone to prison to learn a 
trade; but, since then, this observation has 
been made in reference to tho state of Illi- 
nois by a Chicago minister.

Senator Shot man’s condemnation of the 
lntf Congress for not reducing the surplus 
lias been variously commented upon, but 
ft is useful as showing what is the sentiment 
of many leading Republicans. Since the 
question has got into politics most public 
men tioat it very gingerly, as though they 
feared it was loaded, and some of them 
have found it so. Congressman Ely, for in- 
stance, who made the unfort unato statement 
that our tariff system was perfection, or 
words to that effect, found that his alleged 
views on the tariff rather stood in the way 
of his re-election. The voters of this dis- 
trict do not demand much of their Repre- 
sentative in Congress, but tliero are certain 
qualities that a man must hnvo if he ex- 
pects to serve more then one term. 

A prominent and rather outspoken citizen 
©f Newton, the other day, said that while 
ho was both a Republican aril a protection- 
ist, he could see the great mistake that the 
protectionists are making, in opposing any 
and all reduction of the turifT. “By yield- 
ing a little they would be benefitted in 
the end. as, if the present policy is main- 
tained, the time will come when no moro 
bonds cm be called in. and the enormous 
surplus will prove such a source of corrup- 
tion that there will be a political revolu- 
tion. and the whole tariff system will be 
overthrown both root and branch. The 
American people are patient and will en- 
dute f<>r a long time, hue tliero is a limit to 
their forbearance, beyond which it is not 
safe to go. The surplus in* the treasury is 
a constant temptation to unscrupulous 
politicians, who hope to derive some person- 
al bonofit at the expense of the nation. 
This was abundantly proved in the last 
Congress, by the favor with which the 
Blair educational bill and the dependent 
pension bill were received, each providing 
for the paying out of many millions from 
the national treasury. Had the hills 
passed, the revolution would have been 
hastened. Indirect taxation is not felt as 
much as direct taxation, but the people 
will not submit forever to a system which 
benefits only a comparatively small portion 
of the people.” 

Tl^cfc* sentiments are rather strongly ex- 
pressed, perhaps, but they are held by a 
hu ge etnas of voters, and men who hope to 
remain in public life will have to do some- 
thin!: more thaii simply say that the sur. 
plus ought to bo reduced. These are not 
the views, however, of such men as Mr. 
Draper of Llopedale, who instead of admit- 
ting that the surplus should ho reduced, 
wants a Chinese wall built around the 
country, high enough to keep every foreign 
product out. That policy was tried in 
China for several hundred years, but it did 
not prove such a brilliant success as to 
furnish any very cogent argument for its 
adoption hero. 


If the bill which is now ponding before 
the legislature in regaid to sewerage 
Should become a law, it will bo a compara- 
tively easy matter for the residents of any 
town or city to compel the adoption of a 
system of sewerage. The bill provides, that 
ft The board of aldermen of a city or the 
selectmen of a town may, and upon the re- 
quirements of the state board of health or 
the petition of 50 real estate owners, 10 of 
whom at least shall lie citizens of the 
(own, the hoard of aldermen or 
the selectmen thereof shall adopt 
and build a system of sewerage for a part 
or the whole of its territory.” The other 
provisions of the bill provide for the as- 
sessments to pay the cost of such sewers, 
.and it is to go into effect upon its passage. 
People would not have to wait for the ac- 
tion of the board of aldermen or select- 
.xuen. in order to have a reworage system, 
iT ibis bill should pass, and it is recoin- 
, mended by the state board of health. 

Brookline appears to have lost its con- 
servative diameter. and its citizens have 
promptly voted the $200,000 needed for the 
comtfu-t on *>f its great boulevard. Evi- 
dently the Wont End Land Company is re- 
garded Jwitli great favor tliero, and the 
Speculative fever is raging fiercely. 
Every o‘t . . n who owns laud on or near 
Beacon street, is said to lie holding it at 
fancy prices, and Brookline expects within 
h year or two to see such an increase in the 
value of property that the debt incurred 
will appear a mere trifle in comparison. 
& evert liolrss, if Brookline had had a city 
fi.sti ad of a town government, there would 
li t vi* l>om much moro difficulty in putting 
Such a scheme through. 

Wiiat is the matter with the Boston 
Journal? Its readers had supposed that 
besides being a “thick and tilin'* Republi- 
can organ, It was devoted exclusively to the 
late Republican candidate for the Presiden- 
cy. and yet it says: 

“There is one class of men whoso onin- 
ioio. during the next year should be taken 
with many grains of salt- They are those 
vim assert th tt this or that man, as Be- 
publicaii camiicate for President, will gel 
50,000 more votes than any other man in 
the party.” 

This would seem l * !>'• as rank treason 
tii Mr. Blaine as any so-called mugwump 
organ has indulged in.

*r.urso of Monday lectures with a rather 
MufortuunL' 'l" ;l, rel with the Advertiser, in 


which ho appears to hnvo got the worst of 
it. That paper’s criticism of his rather 
brutal t'-eatment of the Into Henry Ward 
Beecher was just and timely. Ills remarks 
were not only in bail tnstc, but were entire- 
ly out of place in ono who claims to lie n 
lender of Christian thought. The Adver- 
tiser was right, and Mr. Cook's rejoinder 
thnt ho did not happen to know any of the 
editors of the Advertiser, although evident- 
ly intended to ho crushing, was only silly. 
Tho Monday lectures are surviving their 
usefulness, when Mr. Cook descends to a 
low sensntionni level. 

The most interesting debate in the 
House this week was that over the bill lim- 
iting tho number of licenses to sell liquor 
to ono for each 500 of population. Tho 
number of saloons would even then he 
largo enough, and it is a matter of congiat- 
illation that the bill passed, both Messrs. 
Wood and Walworth of this city voting for 
it. Now if tho legislature would pass a 
bill placing tho cost of a license at $1,000, 
it would deserve the thanks of all temper- 
ance people. Anything that will restrict 
tho liquor traffic will benefit every commu- 
nity in the State. 

The University of Michigan is to cele- 
brate its semi-centennial at the next com- 
mencement, anil elaborate arrangements 
are being made for tho occasion. Prof. 
Wm. 11. Pettee, formerly of Newton, is 
chairman of the committee of arrange- 
ments, and any former students at the 
University will receive circulars of infor- 
mation, by sending their address to J. II. 
Wade, Ann Arbor, Mich. There are 1,571 
students in attendance this year, which 
shows tho prosperity that has attended 
this, tho most important of tho Western 
colleges. 

The unanimity with which both branch- 
es of the City Government passed the order 
appropriating $2,000 for additional im- 
provements for the Public Library proves 
that there is no opposition to the kind of 
light that institution furnishes. But after 
tho generous example set liy Mr. John S. 
Fallow, the city fathers could not well have 
hesitated. Anything that is to benefit the 
Public Library is sure to he popular, as it 
is the ono city building which citizens take 
pride in showing to strangers. 


Newton lias so far made no appointment 
of a committee to advocate her interests in 
in the metropolitan system before the leg- 
islature. Without either electric lights or 
sewers Newton’s prestige will soon begin 
to wane. 

Tho sting of this comment of tho 
Waltham Free Press lies in its truth, 
but Newton will have all these improve- 
ments in time. Rome was not built in a 
day, and our city fathers get a good deal 
of consolation out of that interesting fact. 

In the House on Thursday there was an- 
other spirited debate in regard to allowing 
women to vote on the question of lecenso, 
but the majority was slid firm in support 
of tho measure. Mr. Walworth of this city 
aptly characterized it as a measure of self 
d (/fence for women. There is no question 
but that women would vote on this question, 
and that seems to be just what its oppo- 
nents are afraid of.

plainly the selfish spirit which controls its manage- 
ment, and that it will only lie satisfied with an en- 
tire monopoly. 

The history of electric lighting shows there is 
no necessity for this, for it has been the rule that 
wherever electricity is used for lighting, the 
use of gas has actually increased. 

Did any ei'izcn of Newton ever hear n repre- 
sentative of the Has company promise hotter light, 
cheaper light, or electric light lieforc the Newton 
Electric Light company entered the field ? Now 
they promise all these,* and will no doubt try to 
furnish them, so long as the pressure of threatened 
competition remains. 

The electric light question has really been be- 
fore the city government more than four months. 
The committee on lights have carefully considered 
the subject nml reported an order involving a com- 
paratively small expenditure. It has passed the 
hoard- of aldermen, and was unceremoniously 
talilcd in the common council on motion of Mr. 
Bore, without a word of explanation or debate.

A ml now comes Mr. Theodore W. Gore, 
councilman from Ward Four, who, not con- 
tent with using his every effort in the com- 
mon council to suppress discussion, seeks 
to prejudice the case of tho Electric Light 
company, by using the columns of your 
paper to belittle the standing and influence 
of the petitioners in favor of electric light- 
ing, on the ground that they are not heavy 
tax-payers. 

It would be an easy matter to show thnt 
his ligures are incorrect and misleading, hut 
an offoit made by any party to base the im- 
portance and consideration tlue a petition 
upon tho amount of property owned by the 
signers, only renders the party making it 
contemptible. 

It is undemocratic atntl unrepublican; 
otherwise a citizen should have the right 
to a number of votes proportioned to the 
number of dollars he controls, instead of 
all, rich or poor, having one vote alike. 

Tho man who pays taxes on half a mil- 
lion is certainly no more hurtiened by mu- 
nicipal taxation than he who pays on one 
thousand, ami in matters involving city ex- 
penditures, is entitled to no more consider- 
ation on that account. 

A citizen’s influence should depend upon 
his character, conduct and capacity, rather 
than his possessions. 

The petitions in favor of the electric 
light are signed by many of our most 
worthy citizens, as well as the largest tax- 
payers, and the names were not obtained 
as Mr. Gore intimated, by raking the city 
with a flue-tooth comb, but in a very brief 
time, am) with very little effort. 

The Electric Light company is essentially 
a Newton company, all of the stock with 
tho exception of thirty shares being owned 
and paid for at the rate of $100 per share 
ill cash, for each ami every share, by citi- 
zens of Newton, and as the company has 
nothing to conceal, hut especially desires 
to give the fullest information, the names 
of the share-holders will bo fotiud below. 
If Mr. Gore will take the trouble to look it 
up, tie will liud among them some of the 
largest owners of real estate in Newton, 
and that all of them pay considerably more 
than a poll-tax. 

Certainly these gentlemen had a right to 
expect that tho city would contract for u 
limited number ol electric lights at a fair 
price. Why shouldn’t they? Every litt'o 
town and city are using them.

Wo can oniy 
hint at the merits of a paper which will 
suggest a great deal even to those who 
least agree with it. 

The other articles in the Forum present 
the usual popular diversity.

Gentleman,” who never 
writes except with good sense and good 
feeling, ctmtriimL s a plain spoken essay 
on "For Better, For Worse.” Professor 
Thomas Davidson earnestly advocates man- 
ual training in the public schools at the 
cost of leaving out one and another branch 
of study; the Rev. John Snyder is of the 
opinion, not very strikingly expressed, that 
we do not “need prohibition;” Dr. Edward 
0. Spitzka is sure that hydrophobia is a 
bugbear; tho ehosnut gong rings in some 
more “Confessions.” this time ol a Qua ier; 
and along with other things is an article 
called “Woman Suffrage Problems Consid- 
ered,” by II. I». Blackwell, who holds that 
every place where women vote will become 
as blessed as Wyoming Teiritory. 

THK ATLANTIC MONTHLY. 

A beautiful etching of Oliver Wendell 
Holmes ornaments the April number of 
the Atlantic Monthly. The story of a di- 
plomatic mission to the South, undertaken 
with the tacit consent of Abraham Lincoln 
(one of the most remarkable contributions 
to the literature of the war which have yet 
been giveii^to the public), is told by Ed- 
mund Kirke. and in it lie recounts, for the 
first time, the terms of peace which Lin- 
coln was willing to offer to the South. Mr. 
Whittier has a poem entitled “On the Big 
Horn.” founded on the incident of the ap- 
plication of one of the Indians who killed 
General Custer, for entrance to General 
Armstrong’s Indian School at Hampton, 
Ya. Other noticeable features arc an 
amusing negro story, “Lazarus Mart’ll, de 
Cullud Lieyer,” by W. W. Archer; “Via 
1 Cruris,” a letter written by a Roman of- 
ficial in Jerusalem at the time of the Cru- 
i cilixion. by Edward I. Stevenson; “A Tory 
I Parson,” (Mather B\les, oi Hollis Street 
Church, Boston); and last, but not least, 
Dr. Oliver Wendell Holmes’s sceond install- 
ment of “Our Hundred Days in Europe,” 
in which he gives accounts of Mr. Glad- 
stone in tho House of Commons, u visit to 
Windsor Castle, and entertainments at 
Devonshire House, the Foreign Office, 
Lady Rothschild's and many other noted 
places. Mrs. Olipliant’s and’ Mr. Aldrich’s 
serial and F. Marion Crawford's “Paul 
Pa toff” are as interesting as ever, and 
there are some other excellent articles and 
good poetry.

The I'lciii’o-FuciiinoiiiA Scare. 

The cuttle commissioners have had a con- 
ference with several Brighton cattle dealers | 
and railroad officials relative to the pleuro- 
pneumonia scare at Brighton. The quaran- 
tine w hich was put on the Brighton cattle 
yards two weeks ago is still in force, and 
the cattle dealers are anxious that it be 
taken oil, as it has caused them consider- 
able hardship and loss. They claim that 
the quarantine has been nothing Imt a farce 
by the manner in which it has been con- 
ducted, nnd it has been a great damage to 
the Brighton market. One of tho largest 
dealers in cows has had his stock unloaded 
at New ton for the past week, and has sold 
the cattle at his barn in Brighton and also 
at the Watertown market, thus avoiding 
t lie quarantine. One of the cattle com- 
missioners says that as yet the commission- 
ers have not found any clear case of con- 
tagious pleuro-puoumoniu, and that the 
coiuniisHionerH hoped to be able to lake oil' 
the quarantine tel ore next week.

Occultntion of Aldebaran. 

Editor of The Graphic:— 

Tuesday evening about half past seven, 
hearing some one remark that there was a 
star on the moon," I found that the moon 
was about to occult tlio first magnitude, 
star, Aldebaran. This star is the brightest 
of the group known as the Hyadcs, in the 
constellation Taurus, and is sometimes 
called the "bull’s eye." The picture pre- 
sented was one of great beauty. The sky was 
unusually clear. Through an opera glass 
the entire disk of the moon, just approach- 
ing its first quarter, was distinctly visible, 
the portion not brilliant with sunlight dim- 
ly illuminated by the light reflected from 
the earth. Directly at the middle point of 
the edge of the dark portion of the disk 
hung the star, conspicuous in contrast with 
the unilluniinated disk, though losing 
much of its usual brilliancy from its prox- 
imity to the bright crescent. The occulta- 
tion occurred at 7.48. The disappearance 
of the star was as instantaneous as if it 
Jpul been suddenly blotted out. The ab- 
sence of any atmosphere in the moon is the

Fort Yates, Dak., March 7, 1887 

Dear Mr. Bond:— I received the cheeks lot $100. 
Am very grateful for the kindness shown me nml 
my work by the Newton people. I am now at 
this out station, looking face to face with this giant 
heathenism, encouraged by the reservation sys- 
tem. 

Last night a man died who bad been sick a long 
time. A native medicine mini, a conjurer, hud 
doctored him ami bad lanced a sore on bis leg; 
lanced so near an artery that suppuration setting 
in, the arterv was soon reached and the man hied 
to death, lie had a wife and two children. Now 
only a few moments ago the poor wife and sister, 
uiothcr-Mi-luw ami mother, carried the dead body, 
enwrapped in a blanket out on ilic hill. It will he 
there till warm weather ami then they will hurv it. 
While they are gone the people will go into the 
house ami everything, cooking utensil-, bed, bed- 
ding — everything they possess, food and all is 
taken. They go home, heavy hearted, and find 
nothing. 

Now what could make death more desolate r

Its distance at 
that time from the moon’s edge showed 
that the emergence must have occurred at 
least ten minutes before, but the superior 
brightness of tlio ntoon rendered it impos- 
sicle to distinguish it while it was close to 
the illuminated disk. When first seen it 
was apparently much fainter than the 
other small stars of the llyadcs that wore 
in the field of view at the same time. At 
0.08. knowing its position, 1 was able to 
distinguish it with the unaided eye, hut 
could not succeed in enabling others to 
find it. 

There are, I think, only four first-magni- 
tude stars that are liable to lunar occulta- 
tion. The central occidtution of one of 
those is a rare event that I consider myself 
fortunate in beholding.

^ - Investigator. 
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Tlio City Government. 

The Bonn! of Aldermen met Monday 
evening, with Aldermen Hollis, Nickerson, 
Johnson, Ward, and llarwood present. 
The minutes of the last meeting were rend 
and approved. 

PKTITIONS. 

Horace Uncon and others asked for a re- 
location of the lines of Hoylston street from 
Eliot street to the Charles ltiver, and that 
the street he made from 55 to 00 feet wide. 

A. Montgomery asked for a sidewalk in 
front of his premises on Warren street. 

L. C. Carter and others stated that Park 
Place, Ward 2, now had four tine resi- 
dences upon it. and two more were to he 
erected at once: they therefore asked that 
the street, which lends out of Washington 
Park, be graded and accepted as a public 
street. 

Alderman Ward presented the petition 
of E. T. t'olmnn and some f>0 others, 
raise the sidewalk on the westerly side of 
Centro street, from Crescent Avenue to the 
residence of l)r. Dodge. Alderman Ward 
stated that 100 more signers could have 
been got if necessary. The street had been 
raised so that it was higher than the walk, 
which was covered with water a good deal 
of the time, and ns a largo portion of the 
residents had to pass over it, the matter 
ought to be remedied. All these petitions 
were referred to the Committee on High- 
ways. 

The cattlo commissioners sent in a com- 
munication in regard to diseases among 
cattle, and requiring that the quarantine 
against cattle from outside the state be 
strictly enforced. 

THE SEWERAGE QUESTION. 

Mayor Kimball read a notice from the 
legislative committee on sewerage, giving 
notice of a hearing on the metropolitan 
system of sewerage, f..r towns in the 
Charles River valley, on Monday, April 4. 
He stated that in previous years, the city 
government had made provisions for rep- 
resentation at such hearings, hut as none 
had been made this year, he, together with 
Alderman Ward, chairman of the Sewer- 
age committee. City Engineer Noyes, and 
the Board of Health had attended the 
hearing and represented the city. An 
order was read by Alderman llarwood, and 
adopted, authorizing the Mayor ami 
others to represent the city at future hear- 
ings. 

Seth H. Dudley, attorney for John 
Braincrd, sent in a communication in re- 
gard to the damages done to the latter by 
the overflow from Cheescake brook, and 
asking for payment for the same; referred 
to the claims committee. 

Alderman Hollis read a communication 
from J. Q. Henry, Francis Murdock, and 
A. M. Behind, owners of land on Eldridge 
street, Ward 7, stating that they had been 
put to an expense of $50 for the purpose of 
perfecting the titles of land bought from 
the city, and during the work they had 
also removed the cloud from the title of 
the city to the lot of land on the corner of 
Eldridge and Vernon streets. They there- 
fore asked that they he reimbersed by the 
city for the expense incurred; referred to 
the claims committee. 

A. B. Putney ami some 20 other citizens 
presented a vigorous remonstrance to the 
issuing of a license for a bakery on the 
north side of Lincoln street; referred to 
committee on licenses. 

THE FIICE DEPARTMENT. 

The chief of the lire department reported 
that there had been 11 alarms during the 
quarter, and the loss on buildings was 
$4H,:J05; on personal property, $0,117. The 
most ot the loss of course came from the 
burning of Eliot church. 

On the recommendation of Chief Bixby, 
the resignation of 1L J. Riley, driver of 
No. 2 Hose, was accepted, to date from 
March 20th, 1 $87, and thatot II. Liudiey, 
fireman of No. 1 Engine, to date fiom 
March 15th; F. I). Lancaster was appointed 
driver of No. 2 Hose. Archibald Carlev 
fireman of No. 1 Engine, and Frank Lidded 
hoseman of No. 1 Engine, and John Wil- 
liams hosemau of No. 1. hose. 

An order was presented by Alderman 
Iloilis, granting the permanent employes 
of the fire department 14 days vacation 
without loss of pay, their places to bo filled 
by the city during their absence. 

$100 REWARD, 

Chief Bixby reported ill regard to the 
cutting of the lire alarm wires, and the 
sounding of false alarms, last Friday night, 
and said that there was no doubt but that 
the guilty parties lived in Ward 5. He 
recommended that the police investigate 
the matter and also that a reward be offered 
for the apprehension and conviction of the 
guilty parties. 

On motion of Alderman Hollis a reward 
of *100 was offered, and the reward was 
ordered advertised twice in the Newton 
papers. 

The joint standing committee on the lire 
department presented an order, which was 
passed, that all members of the permanent 
force of lircinen shall unilonn themselves 
in accordance with the hill of dress recom- 
mended by the department. 

WATER HOARD. 

Alderman Johnson presented several 
orders from the water board which were 
passed, viz.: authorizing the expenditure of 
$5,000 for labor in laying water mains, hy- 
drants, gates and service pipes, and the 
same to be charged to the water const ruc- 
tion account; $5,000 to ho .expended in the 
purchase of service pipes, gales, hydrants, 
stand pines and linings; $19,000 to bo ex- 
pended in paying for pipes delivered in 
accordance with the contract made with 
the Warren Foundry and Machine Com- 
pany: $0,500 to be used in the purchase of 
water meters. 

DRUGGISTS LICENSES. 

No one appeared at the hearing in re- 
gard to the granting of liquor licences, and 
those advertised wore granted. 

On motion of Alderman Nickerson, $1,- 
aoi) was voted for the purchase of four 
horses for use in the Highway department, 
the same to be charged to the appropria- 1 
t ion for general repairs. 

M. J. Duane and others petitioned for 
the grading and concreting of sidewalks on 
River street, Ward fl. 

THE AUDITOR'S CLERK HILL. 

The order appropriating $7 < lor clciical 
assistance in the auditor’s oilice. came 
bark from the common council with Hie 
sum increased to $2l>>, and on motion of 
Alderman Johnson, the board concurred , 
without a dissenting vote.

Alderman llarwood presented n | eti ion 
fiom citizens residing on ami near \\ est 


and Pearl streets, Wards One and Two, ask- 
ing that some means l»e taken for the drain- 
age of the stagnant water OH the two 
streets, which is liable to cause sickness. 
Tho petition had :U) or more signers, and 
was referred to the drainage committee. 

A number ot small hills were presented 
and approved, among which was one for 
the payment of $5 for the removal of the 
cow-shod on Hoylston street, belonging to 
Mrs. E. J. Collins, which was undermined 
by the city’s workmen. Mayor Kimball 
said that it would cost less to move it than 
to pay damages if it should fall. 

The water bill from the Pomeroy Home, 
of $12, was then presented, and a reduction 
of one-half asked for, that having been 
made in previous years. On motion of Al- 
derman Nickerson, a rebate of the whole 
hill was grant d. 

J. .1. Forbes and 10 others asked for 
street lamps oil Fret man street.

A Life of Beecher. 

Joseph Howard, Jr., well known for the 
past twenty-five years as a brilliant and ac- 
ceptable writer, is preparing a life of 
Henry Ward Beecher for publication by 
Hubbard Brothers. As Howard’s father 
was one of the three founders of Plymouth 
Church, and his most intimate friend for 
more than forty years, with a social intcr- 
couVse at no time interrupted, and as 
Howard himself, by reason of his public 
life, was brought into frequent contact 
with Mr. Beecher since his early boyhood, 
it is obvious that lie ought to have and 
probably lias material at liis hand which 
is accessible to no other contemporaneous 
writer. Tho hook is said to be well 
under way, nnd will he ready for the 
market early in May. Mr. Howard, by 
the way, was tho writer of the compre- 
hensive and interesting obituary pub- 
lished in the Now York Herald the day 
after Mr. Beecher’s death.

NEWTON, SEVENTY YEARS AGO. 

About 1705-0, Obadinb Curtis of lloston, 
bought a tract of 80 acres iu tho east part 
of Newton. It lay ou the east side of what 
now has the unmeaning name of Waverloy 
avenue. 

Ohadiah Curtis was a descendant of Wil- 
liam Curtis, who came to lioxbury in 1082, 
and in 1080 built tlio old house lately 
standing near tho Boylston station on tho 
Providence Railroad. His wife was a sister 
of John Eliot, tho Apostle to tho Indians. 
Ohadiah Curtis and his wife wero staunch 
patriots, and ho was said to have beon one 
of tho “Tea Party” in 1778. Whon tho ex- 
pedition against Cannda was fitted out un- 
der Arnold, Mr. and Mrs. Curtis loaned 
their specie to tho Colony, taking their pay 
in continental paper, and Mr. Curtis be- 
came so obnoxious to the British authori- 
ties, that lie was obliged to remove with 
his family to Providence, where ho ro- 
mainod until nftor tho evacuation of Bos- 
ton. 

Ilis eldest daughter, Annn, married tho 
Rev. Jonathiau Homer, D. 1)., for sixty 
years tho minister of tho 1st church iu 
Newton. 

His 2nd daughter, Martha, married first, 
Samuel Clarke of Boston, merchant and 
major in a Boston regiment. Ho died at 
tho ago of 20, of disease contracted in 
camp in tho Rhode Island campaign in 1778. 
Mrs. Clarke married in 178S, Rev. James 
Freeman, D. I)., of Kings Chapel, Boston. 
Mr. and Mrs. Curtis had one son, Thomas, 
who was a Boston merchant, and father of 
a large family, among whom were Charles 
P. Curtis and Thomas B. Curtis of Boston. 
Tho house of Obadiah Curtis in Newton 
stood opposite the east end of what is now 
known as Cotton street; here they lived un- 
til their death in 1811. In 1805, my father, 
Dr. Samuel Clarke of Boston, Jr., son of O. 
Curtis, bought of him 27 acres of land, 
where he built a house which he occupied 
with his newly married wife, a daughter of 
Gen. Win. Hull of Newton. In this house 
I made my appearance in 180(1. 

In 1808 my father removed to Vermont, 
and the house came into the possession of 
his mother, Mrs. Freeman, who lived there 
with her husband. Dr. Freeman. After her 
death in 1841, tho plaee was sold to Francis 
Skinner of Boston, and has since passed 
through several owners. 

My father returned to Newton in 1811, 
and lived in the house of his deceased grand 
parents, Mr. and Mr. Curtis. He practiced 
medicine in Newton, he and Dr. Starr being 
the only physicians in tho town. My 
father’s ride was iu the east part of the 
town from Watertown to Oakhill; Dr. Starr 
having the western portion. I think there 
was no apothecary nearer than Boston, and 
my father had a room in his house fitted 
up with drawers and bottles, where ho pre- 
pared his medicines. Although he had a 
large share of tho Newton business, and 
some in the neighboring towns, so that ho 
employed two or three horses, yet front the 
healthy climate of Newton, the practice of 
medicine was not remunerative, and in 1810 
he removed to Boston. 

. At that time Newton was a thinly 
settled town of some 1883 people, with 
four villages— Ang l er’s Corner, the West 
Parish, tho Upper Falls and the Lower 
Falls; at Nowtonville, North Village, Au- 
burndale, Newton Centre, Newton High- 
lands and Chestnut Hill, no villages exis- 
ted. The Graphic mentions tho names 
of thirty churches today iu Newton; in 
1810 there were four — the First Congrega- 
tional, Dr. Homer’s, at tho Centre; the 
second Congregational, Dr. Greenough’s, in 
West Newton; an Episcopal Church at the 
Lower Falls, of which Rev. Alfred Barry 
was the Rector; and a Baptist meeting 
house on the hank of WiswelPs pond where 
Rev. Mr. Grafton preached Of these 

{ trenchers, Dr. Homer was porhaps tho 
test known. He was a man of learning 
anti eccentric manners. At one time ho 
fitted young men for college, his pupils 
coming often from tho Southern States and 
the West Indies. He spent much time and 
money in collecting different versions of 
the Bible, with a view to making a now 
translation, which, although lie lived to 
the age of 84, he never accomplished. 

Dr. Homer belonged to a collogo class 
which contained several distinguished men, 
among them was Admiral Sir Isaac Coffin 
of tho British navy, who sometimes visited 
Boston, where he had relations, and he 
generally brought a number of ancient 
Bibles to Dr. llomor. 

Mrs. Homer was a woman of great piety 
and benevolence. It is told of her that in 
her youth when her mother presented her 
daughters with silk gowns, that Anna sold 
hers to give tho money to the soldiers of 
the Revolutionary Army, and in after life 
she often gave the joint of meat from her 
table to relieve some poor neighbor. 

Lawyers in Newton there wero none, 
which, perhaps, may account for the peace- 
ful atmosphere of the place. To go to 
law, one had to cross the bridge into 
Wat ert own. 

Ours was a community of farmers, with a 
few butchers and milkmen, who found 
their market iu Boston. Tho healthful- 
ness and beauty of the town caused many 
of the Boston gentry to retire into its 
pleasant shades. On Wavorly avenue, with 
n beautiful chestnut grove behind it, stood 
a house which was built by Col. Joseph 
Ward, a prominent oftiuur'iu Washington’s 
army, and afterwards owned by Charles 
Cooiidge, Esq., of Boston. The avenue 
should have been named for some of those 
old residents, but the naming of streets is 
usually left ttu illiterate men, who know 
knotlung of local history. North of us at j 
the foot of the hill was the house of Capt. 
John Kenriek, still, 1 think, iu the j>os- | 
session of his descendants. The Kenncks 
were among tho earliest fruit growers and 
nurserymen of tho region. John Kenriek 
was an early writer in opposition to negro 
slavery. At the corner of Waverly avenue 
and Ward street lived a worthy man named 
ilarback; tins ( place was settled very early 
hy a Captain Prentiss, who was said to 
have been oiio of Cromwell’s soldiers, and 
iu this country a famous Indian lighter. 
On his farm the Captain killed the last 
hear seen iu Newton, which beast had been 
so rash as to invade the premises of this 
tough old soldier. 

At the hack of our house rose the 
heights of Wuhan and Chestnut Hills. 
The former, known to us as Ward’s Hill, 


wur 818 feet high, the highest land in the 
town, except. Bald Pate Hill, In Ward 5, 
which exceeds it hy five feet. To tho 
northwest., at tho edge of Brighton, our 
viow was hounded hy Nonantum Hill, 
where John Eliot, in the early days of the 
colony, taught the Indians the doctrine of 
Christianity. One of his Rons was minis- 
ter of the First Church in HW14. 

Early iu tho century two large and 
hIiowv houses - wero built on tbe bill by 
wealthy Bostonians, named Haven and 
Wiggiu, where they lived in good Rt.ylc for 
Homo years, but tho bouses wore too near 
together for harmony, and the owners sold 
out and removed. On Centre street wero 
several good houses, with gardens and or- 
namental grounds — tho Sargent place, the 
Blackler place, etc. Whcrp the Baptist 
seminary now stands was the big house of 
one John Pock, called “Jack” by his fami- 
liars— wlio moved away to Kentucky, much 
to the surpriso of all his neighbors, to 
whom Kentucky was more distant than tbe 
fart hest. I ml, for many Newtonians bad 
doubled the Cape but few. if any, had 
crossed the mountains. 

At Angler’s Corner were two stores, a 
tavern, a blacksmith’s shop and a watch- 
maker, the latter bold in high esteem hy 
Dr. Homer, ns being a descendant of that 
John Rpgers. who was burned for heresy 
iu England hy Queen Mary of bloody 
memory. As that martyr was said to have 
left a very numerous progeny, this claim 
may have been well founded, ns this John 
Rogors showed his interest in his creed by 
giving to the First Church a clock of his 
own making. The stores, kept hy ances- 
tors of well-known citizens, wero of a gen- 
eral and desultory character, and were well 
flavored with New England rum. a popular 
beverage at that day found in most houses. 
Along in the afternoon might he seen stag- 
gering in tho roads leading from the tavern, 
sundry townsmen who had taken too deep 
draughts of the cup that cheers and inebri- 
ates, but that liquor must have been less 
injurious than modern whiskey, as some of 
those ancient men had been drinking it 
with apparent impunity ever since the De- 
claration of Independence. S. C. C.

ltOYN ANI» RBVOliVRRN. 

Complaint lias been nindo to the police 
that aovoral of the young hoys at the 
Bigelow School are in the habit of carrying 
revolvers about in their pockets. Tho state- 
ment appeared incredible, until the mat- 
ter was investigated and it was found to 
be the truth. What the parents of these 
boys can bo thinking of, is something 
which wo do not profess to understand. It 
is impossible to take up a daily papev with- 
out reading of somo horrible* affair, where 
soino boy either intentionally or otherwise 
murders a playmate with his toy pistol or 
revolver, and if tins habit is allowed in 
Newton wo may any day expect a similar 
tragedy here. If the boys who are allowed 
such dangerous playthings shoot them- 
selves, the public would not have so much 
occasion to be indignant, but that is very 
rarely the case; it is generally some inof- 
fensive playmate who is maimed or killed. 

Probably the parents are only thought- 
less, and give their boys pistols and revol- 
vers merely because they toaso for them, 
while if they slopped to think over the 
matter they would see the folly of allowing 
boys to have such deadly playthings. 
There are probably few grown persons in 
this community who allow themselves to 
carry revolvers habitually, and they 
would he careful to conceal the fact if they 
did, from fear of public sentiment. The 
same cause ought to be even more power- 
ful in the case of parents who liavo hither- 
to granted such dangerous playthings to 
Uicir children. Boys of the age of Bigelow 
school hoys have no business with tire 
arms, except under the supervision of 
some person of mature years and discre- 
tion. 


The Congregational ministers at their 
meeting in Boston last Monday had a very 
practical discussion o; the question “what 
shall we do with Fast Day.” Tho general 
sentiment seemed to be that tlic day had 
ceased to have any particular religious 
significance, even with the great majority 
of Christians. One of tho speakers said 
that the church alone should appoint its 
special sacred day, and that it would be a 
gain to have it a regular holiday— a non-re- 
ligious one. Another speaker expressed a 
hope that Fast Day would ha discontinued, 
aud that Good Friday, without appoint- 
ment by the state, should lie generally ob- 
served instead, by the church, This idea 
seems to be growing in favor, as that would 
give the day a special significance, which 
Fast Day does not have, and it would also 
help to bring about that union of churches 
for which so many are hoping. It is to be 
hoped, however, that the holiday will not 
he appointed for (rood Friday, and thus 
lead to the desecration of a day which 
such a large body of believers hold espec- 
ially sacred. 

The .Junketing trips of the members of 
the legislature, this year, will cost the 
state some *20,000, it is said, and it is un- 
kindly hinted that their is such a thing as 
overdoing the business. This is rather un- 
grateful, when the severe and laborious 
duties of the members are considered. 
Some people are so unreasonable as to com- 
plain because the only record of the trips 
made is the bill for expenses furnished to 
the state auditor ; just as it the travelling 
committees were to blame. The man is 
very foolish who supposes that the trips 
are intended to serve any particular pur- 
pose. 

Rkphkr kxtati vk XV a lwohtii’h amend- 
ment to tin! Employer's Liability bill, pro- 
viding that any employe, injured by dis- 
obedience of rules or orders established 
by the employer for the safety of the em- 
ployes, shall not be entitled to recover 
damages, was adopted in tlic House on 
Wednesday, and the bill was then ordered 
to a third reading. The amendment was 
an excellent one, and its adoption showed 
that the majority in the House believe 
that employers have some rights that 
shoiiM be protected, in the midst, of all 
this labor legislation. 

Tiik Board of Aldermen has adopted a 
rule requiring Hie permanent members of 
the fire department to wear a uniform, and 
the measure goes into effect next Saptem- 
|»ei. The fire department committee and 
o'ii *ials have always f avored uniforms, and 
about three years ago *iu effort was made 
to pass such a regulation, hut it was 
thrown into the common council and de- 
feated. The uniform adopted lias indigo 
blue for tho color with special trimming 
for the olli ‘or*, and the suits will be less 
expensive than ordinary clothes. 

Tiik passage l»y both brandies of tho 
city government, of the order appropriat- 
ing for fieri il assistance in the Audi- 
tor’s office, was in excellent measure, and 
th»» unanimity ot the vote shows that the 
members of the council appreciate tho 
faithful hoi vice of Auditor Otis. He has 
an immense amount of work to do, and it 
is only fair that he should Jia » all the ar- 
si*t anon he needs.

SEWERAGE IN NEWTON. 

TltK IIK AIM NO UKFOUK TIIK LKGlSI. ATI VK 
COM MITTKE. 


The legislative committee on sewerage 
gave a hearing on Monday to the towns and 
cities of the Charles River valley, interested 
in the proposed metropolitan system of 
sewerage. From Newton were present 
Mayor Kimball, Alderman Ward of the 
sewerage committee, Dr. J. F. Frisliie. Otis 
Bettee and Councilman Burr of tlic board 
of health, and City Engineer Noyes. Wa- 
tertown, Waltham and Cambridge wore 
also represented, and the two former heart- 
ily endorsed the metropolitan system, as 
did the representatives from Newton. 

Mayor Kimball spoke of the need of a 
sewerage system ill Newton, and said that 
the proposed plan appeared the most feasi- 
ble for getting rid of Newton's sewage. The 
city had a right to empty its sewage into 
the Charles River opposite the Arsenal. with 
the proviso that it shall not prove a public, 
nuisance, which renders the right practi- 
cally useless. The health and growth of 
the city depends upon the adoption of a 
sewerage system in certain portions of the 
city in the near future, ami the metropoli- 
tan system would prove adequate for all 
requirements for many years, and in cer- 
tain respects be superior to any plan yet 
proposed. The payments should be ex- 
tended over a term of yours, so that the 
citizens would not be overburdened. 

Alderman Ward also spoke of the great 
need of sewerage in Nowton, and said that 
as far as he could discover, the proposed 
plan was the best one to adopt. 

City Engineer Noyes was questioned in 
regard to the feasibility of constructing 
such a sewer in Newton and other techni- 
cal matters. 

Dr. Frisliie said that there was no ques- 
tion but that the condition of Newton was 
such as to demand sewerage. There was 
no suitable place within the city limits for 
the disposal o! sewage, and it must have 
some way of getting rid of it through the 
territory of its neighbors. If the metro- 
politan system was sufficiently developed 
to do this, it would be an excellent thing. 
He said tint be had not seen the report of 
tho committee on the system and only 
knew of a few points lie had been able to 
gather from the speeches of those who had 
preceded him, and what he luul seen in the 
papers. If the Boston sewer tunnel was to 
lie large enough to accommodate three or 
tour millions of people, it would probably 
meet all requirements for the next hundred 
years or so, and at the end of that time if 
more accommodation were needed, another 
sewer could be built. As a member of the 
board of health of Newton, lie had been 
frequently asked why the city did not adopt 
sonic method of sewerage, hut the city 
could not make a beginning unless its 
neighbors, which were similarly situated 
should join in tin* work. He said that al- 
ready in the valleys of Newton the soil was 
becoming saturated with sewage mutter, 
and every time the ground was disturbed 
there would be danger that the germs of 
disease would be set free, and sickness 
would bo the result. He referred o* the 
plague in Loudon, which appeared year 
after year until the great fire burned up the 
bouses, destroying the germs of disease in 
them, and so baked tin* ground that tin* 
germs to a certain depth were killed. At 
the present day, however, over one hun- 
dred years after the plague, if excavations 
wore made into the soil of old London, be- 
yond this depth. the gi-rins which produced 
the plague were found still living and wide- 
spread sickness was the result. We do not 
want the same condition ol tilings to pre- 
vail in Newton, and have the soil so filled 
with sewage matter that when it is dis- 
turbed bv our descendants they will be 
made sick. He lie light that the people 
of Newton were willing to pay for their 
part of tho work and would be very glad to 
have the system adopted. 

Mr. Otis Bettee and Councilman Burr 
also spoke in favor of the system. 

Tin* Cambridge 1 epr vsontutives opposed 
tin* system and said that they could get rid 
of their sewage at less expense* by empty- 
ing into the Charles River, and this now 
answered every purpose. They would not 
wish lo j tin the metropolitan system for 
tin* present, although they might in the 
future, if it was found to work well. 


NATURAL HISTORY ASSOCIATION. 


V J.KCTIItK ON COTTONS AND COTTON 
MAX1F.UTI ItK. 

At the regular monthly meeting of this so- 
ciety Monday evening. .1. Howard Nielmls, 
Esq., gave a lecture on “Cottons and Cot- 
ton Manufacture." He commenced his 
lecture by referring to the cotton plant and 
tlic earliest mention of cotton fabrics long 
before tlm Christian era, and followed it 
down to the present time, showing how, 
from sm ill beginnings, tli • cotton culture 
and cotton manufacture lias assumed enor- 
mous proportions. 

Cotton is largely produced in India, 
Chinn. Egypt and America. England is 
the largest manufacturer of » otton fabrics, 
having nearly 4'* t 0(K),0<)i) spindles to 

000 in the United Stub's. JJe exhibited 
cotton in tho boil of tho cotton plant and the 
various stages it passes through to the 
completed cloth, and picHOUtcd these spec- 
imens to the society’s museum. In tin* 
early settlement <d this country the cot- 
ton plant grew wild, ami when its eiiltivu 
lion was firnt commenced, a lew hags of the 

J < d 1 1 Mi was si nt t.i England, whop* it was 
seized. it >\:*s th'niglit that so m uc'a ent- 
1 toll could Hot he utilized. 

Egypt produces a fine variety of cot- 
ton. luM hardly equal io the hid Island 
eotoni, grown on tlu* Atlantic count of our 
•Southern stales. ('otton goods were 
never so abundant nor so cheap us at tin* 

1 re- nt time lie closed his lecture with a 


description of the operatives in tho cot- 
ton mills— how the sons and daughters of 
the native born inhabitants were first de- 
pended upon; how those in time gave 
place to Irish, and these in turn were 
gradually giving way to Front? h-C'anadi- 
ans ami other nationalities of Europe. 
He also referred to the efforts made by 
tho companies to better the rendition of 
the operatives by building neat and con- 
venient homos for them, which were ren- 
ted at a low rate. 

He gave strong reasons for protection 
as opposed to free trade, stating that we 
cannot compete with England “for the 
markets ot the world.” From his con- 
nection with various cotton manufactor- 
ies, his opinions carry weight when com- 
pared with more theorixers. however high 
they may stand ns college professors. 

The whole lecture was lull' of reliable 
information— such information as the 
public is always glad to receive — and de- 
livered in so * common sense and prac- 
tical a manner that any one in tho audi- 
ence could readily and thoroughly under- 
stand it. The thanks of the society were 
presented to Mr. Nichols. Dr. .1. F. 
Frisliie exhibited a beautiful fossil fern 
from Illinois, ^donated to the society by 
Rev. R. K. Bierce. 


Good Detective Work.

II.^Miles of New- 
ton Lower Falls found a young man in his 
barn, who acted in a suspicious manner, 
and Mr. Miles turned him over to Officer 
Harrison. Ho gave the police several 
J names, and a eonllicting account of liim- 
I self, so that Marshal Hammond determined 
to hold him, and therefore he was tried for 
being a tramp, and remanded till Friday 
for sentence. The marshal had him photo- 
graphed. and sent officer llcnthorno to 
1 Brockton to try and find out something 
about him. as the man said he had come 
from that city. Officer Ilcuthorne follow- 
lowed up several slight clows ho had and 
finally identified him as Rico M. Blakoslee, 
his picture being identified by his brother- 
in-law. lie is wanted for shooting two 
hostlers in Taunton a week ago, lie having 
been discharged and taken a grudge against 
the men. Since then he iias been wander- 
ing about the country. The man has a bad 
record as lie served two years in state prison 
for placing an obstruction on the track of 
the Mansfield branch of the Old Colony 
road. His father lives in Brovidenee and 
lie is only 20 years old. He carried a re- 
volver, and is a bright looking fellow, al- 
though lie evidently is a dangerous char- 
acter.

Perlcy’s Reminiscences. 

Tho second volume of Policy's light gos- 
sip about life in Wishiiigton is somewhat 
better than the first, as it includes the four 
years of war, which are interesting, how- 
ever had the light may be in which they 
are presented. Policy gives a shocking 
picture of the disgraceful lives of promi- 
nent officials; their gambling, their corrupt 
nodes, their relations with disreputable 
women, their entire lack of conscience or 
honor. And of women the account is sick- 
ening. This volume begins with the Nap- 
ier ball in Buchanan’s adm. lustration, and 
ends with the present year. There are very 
fow dates; but the reader is supposed to 
know the presidential years, so that omis- 
sion is of little consequence. Large space 
is given to the description of clothes at the 
various festivities and toother unimport- 
ant matters. Scandals that were fast pass- 
ing into oblivion are brought to light again 
and the reader is taken back to the time of 
the murder of Key by Sickles; to the do- 
mestic troubles of Charles Sumner; to tho 
disgusting behaviour of Mrs. Abraham 
Lincoln; to the drunkenness and weakness 
of Andrew Jackson’s private life; to the 
splendid gambling house frequented by 
Cabinet ministers, Senators, representatives 
and other people of note in Washington. 

It was there that a minister to China lost 
his outfit at play. When Perley praises, it 
is often with a sneer or a stab. He disliked 
Seward, and is skilful in hitting flic weak 
point in everybody. Of a few prominent 
men he has only good to say. Ho liked 
Abraham Lincoln and General Grant, and 
the Presidents Hayes, Arthur and Cleve- 
land, and he tells many anecdotes about 
them. He liked Charles Sumner and Henry 
Wilson, and ho mentions good traits in 
many others, but never fails to see and note 
anything amusing in the peculiarities. 
Samuel Hooper he admired as “a noble 
specimen of the Boston merchant, with a 
reputation for exact dealings.” Secretary 
Stanton is a prominent figure, with his im- 
perious will. Indeed, the whole book is 
devoted to personalities, many of them un- 
pleasant. Perley knew all the “celebrities,” j 
and writes of them with entire freedom, j 
Ho says that the finest entertainment, taken ! 
ns a whole, that he has ever seen in Wash- 
ington, was the dinner given at Wormlcy’s j 
by Senator Hoar to Judge Gray, after the j 
appointment of the latter to tlie Supreme ; 
Bench. 

A number of dinners and receptions are I 
described, and an amusing account is given 
ot the suffering of guests for lack of wine 
at the dinners of President Hayes, until 
the caterer brought relief by hiding in the 
oranges strong rum punch. These remark- 
able oranges were served in tho middle of 
the dinner, were, very popular, and this 
phase of the dinner was known bv the 
guests as “the life-saving station.” Perley 
is friendly to Mr. Blaine; tells several anec- 
dotes about him, and gives a glowing des- 
cription of the wedding of Miss Alice 
Blaino“ and Colonel Coppinger; the finest 
wedding that had up to that time, ever 
taken place in Washington. One of the 
last chapters deals with “lady lobbyists,” 
a set of disreputable women, a disgrace to 
themselves and to the Congressmen who 
consort with them. They are described 
twice in the same term, once on page 48 
and 41), and again on page 514 and 515. 

Yet. after all the discreditable stories, 
Perley sums up his sixty years of Washing- 
ton life in a hopeful spirit. The material 
progress of tho city has been phenomenal. 
Baa as the female lobby is, it is better than 
the rule of tho famous old king of the lob- 
by; the standard of morality is higher than 
it used to be. and tho tone of tho political 
newspaper more civilized, although the 
modern habit of “interviewing” is danger- 
ous and, at times, disgusting. Then, there 
is a great deal in Washington now outside 
of politics, apart from tho White House 
and the Capitol. Literature and science 
have a large placo there. Perley, in his 
farewell, says that lie trusts he 
has not indulged “in sycophantic llat- 
tcry of men, or glossing over the unpleas- 
ant features of events.” The trust is well 
founded. 

These volumes are in good print, and 
among the wood cuts many of the portraits 
are interesting; but it is astonishing that 
any respectable publisher will disfigure and 
vulgarize a book by such illustrations as 
Lincoln on page 00, and again on page 107, 
where ho appears to bo in a long night- 
gown addressing a multitude: Sunnier, 
with Mrs. Sprague, on page 155, and with 
Count Gurowski on page 138; or President 
Garfield and his mother on page 410, and 
others as theatrical and ridiculous.

Electricity. 

While the public keeps a general idea of 
the advances being made in electricity in 
all the branches the real work keeps going 
on. The action of tho Boston A Albany 
R. R. in lighting all the cars of tho New 
York express train is the fore-runner of an 
immense business in this line all over the 
country. The installation of this system 
on the Boston Albany is to bo followed 
by tho Old Colony and the Fitchburg It. R., 
and these companies are each having a car 
fitted up to be lighted by aecumilutors or 
batteries. Tho batteries are to bo charged 
from dynamo machines in the Stanhope 
street station; they will use the United 
States or Weston system of dynamos, and 
run wires from this station to the dififoreut 
rail roads. They will use a potential of 500 
volts, in addition to this, this same system 
of accumilators is to be used on street cars, 
and the West End Co. have ordered a car 
to be fitted up and it will be ready in a few 
weeks. This car will be started on the 
Cambridge Railroad, and charged with 
Electricity from tho Cambridge Electric 
I fight Station. Thu new suburban railroad 
in Brookline will have nothiugbutjelaotricity 
for motive power. Klcctriu Lighting is on 
the increase so much that it looks now as 
if every large town and all cities will use 
Electric Lights tor street lighting. 


Wellesley * Windfall. 

Tho citizens of Wellesley wore called up- 
on Monday to accept as a gift from II. II. 
Hunnowoll, tho town hall that was built 
two hundred years ago at an expense of 
nearly #150, OK), also a public iibrary with 
0000 volumes, a park of 10 acres, and an en- 
dowment fund of #20.000, the interest of 
which is to be devoted to buying books for 
the library. The only condition of the gift , 
is that during his life, the donor shall be 
permitted to make any alterations lie may 
see fit, and also that ho may improve the 
park according t,o plans which In; lias laid ( 
out; and, further, that during his lire no 
alterations shall bo made without his con- 
sent, and after his death only with the con- 
sent of the trustees of the library. The 
value of the gitt is estimated at about 
#350, 000. The town hall, which also con- 
tains the library, is built of native stone, 
and is considered the finest in the state. It 
was designed by Shaw A liunncwcll. a son 
and son-in-law of Mr. II. II. Ilunnewell, 
the donor.

I8U2 to 1 KS 0 , in which year Mr. Carpenter 
resigned, and on account of his health, de- 
cided not to return to India. For the next 
live years he resided here, giving himself ! 
to literary work, publishing a volume on 
•‘Self-support in Hussein,” Rand, Avery A 1 
(Jo., iss:{. ami “Studies in Mission Econom- 
ics” in 1880; also a series of tracts. Mr. 
Carpenter was a man of acute mind, a terse 
and vigorous writer. He accomplished a 
great work in Rangoon and Bassein, Bur- 
undi, for ( ’hristianity and civilization. Hav- 
ing an excellent acquaintance with Asiatic 
dialects, he embarked, with Mrs. Carpenter, 
at the expense of their private fortunes, for 
u Gospel work in the line climate of North- 
ern Japan. Here Ins work was full of 
promise, but he has fallen with his armor 
on, and gone to the “stars of his rejoicing.”

Indeed it strikes us that the whole spirit 
of Ruth is very Lent-like in its sentiment 
of devotion and self abnegation, and leads 
to the glorious Easter rejoicing expressed 
by the final choruses. We cannot help ex- 
pressing our approbation of the excellent 
taste shown in the omission of tho drinking 
song near the end of the Cantata. So much 
taste shown in the selections for our con- 
certs, and the success which has attended 
them in every way, well impel us to re- 
newed efforts on the approach of another 
winter, when wo can renew the very pleas- 
ant work and associations of the past sea- 
son.

Iron Hall. 

The order of the Iron Hall promises to 
pay its certificate holders as follows: In 
case of sickness or accident from 85 to 825 
per week; for total disability, from 8100 to 
>5U0. Benefits in seven years not to exceed 
I loin 8200 to 81,000 

This order is unique from the fact that 
its benefits accrue to the members while 
living, as does an endowment insurance; 
and also in case of sickness, furnishes am- 
ple protection for those depeuduutupon the 
insured, al as near cost as it is possible to 
attain. 

The following table shows the amount of 
assessments on each ccrlilicatc, also the 
amount of weekly sick benefits, each certi- 
ficate holder is entitled to. in case of ill- 
ness or injury. 

A 8l,0bd certificate, costing the holder 
82.50 at each assessment, will, after the 
laji.se of sixty days from the date of initia- 
tion, uivo the holder 825 per week for 
J twenty weeks continuous illness, or for 
i every week he may be sick or injured, not 
! exceeding twenty, which amount of sick 
benefits is deducted from the sum due him 
at the expiration of seven years. 

An 8800 certificate costs 82.00 each assess- 
ment, and entities him to 820. 

A 800 ) certificate costs 81.50 and ensures 
him 815. 

A 840b certificate costs 81.01) for assess- 
ment and 810 per week. 

A 8200 certificate will cost the holder 50 
cents each assessment and secure him 85 
per week. 

Should no sick benefits be drawn during 
the seven years, the order agrees and will 
pay to tho holder of each certificate, pro- 
vided lie has kcjit himself in good stand- 
ing, the full amount of his certificate. 

Thus far, for a period of six years, there 
have been thirteen assessments per year. 
The assessments are collected by each 
local branch, and eighty per cent, thereof 
forwarded to the Mijnume sitting, from 
which all approved sick claims are paid. 
The remaining twenty jier cent, of each as- 
sessment goes to form a Reserve Fund, 
which, with accrued interest cannot he 
used until the expiration of seven years, 
when one seventh of tho Reserve Fund is to 
be drawn annually to help to redeem matur- 
ing certificates. This fund is at all times 
under the management of each local 
branch. 

liming the past six years nearly 870 b, 00 b 
havo been pud in sick benefits, and tho 
Reserve Fund with interest accrued 
amounts to about 8200,000. 

A» tin sick benefits aie dt dueled from 


tho amount of tho oortiflcatc. it acts ns a 
chock on feigned sickness, and at. tho same 
time reduces tho liability at tho expiration 
of the policy, thus preventing the accumu- 
lation of too largo liabilities for maturing 
certificates in anv given time. 

The Constitution lawR and regulations, 
as well as the secret work are admirably 
arranged for protecting the membership 
and cementing them ffrtnly in tho bonds of 
union and protection.

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CITY GOVERNMENT. 

A M’lMTKI) Dill ATK OVER TIIK ELECTRIC 
I.IOnT QUESTION. 

The common council met Monday even- 
fn evoty member l ctn>r present. Tito 
minutes <it the Inst meeting were read and 
sppioved. business from the board of al- 
dermen was disposed of in concurrence. 

A petition was received from Ann Eliza 
Barstow. administiator of tlic estate of 
Elizabetii Cushing, asking that interest be 
paid on the $80. Otl wronylv assessed upon 
the estate for 1870*'85, amounting to $18 20; 
deferred to the committee on assessors. 

( has. C. llnniiigtnii petitioned for dam- 
ages received from the overflow of Hyde's 
Brook in December and .January, to the 
amount of $150; referred to the committee 
on claims. 

Councilman Tyler read a petition from I. 
T. Durr, asking that the gutter on the cast 
Side of Park street be repaired and en- 
larged so that it would carry off the sur- 
face water. It now was too small, and the 
water had gullied out the streot, which was 
hi had condition in some places; referred 
to committee on highways. 

Councilman Burr read a petition from 
Morris G ray, asking for payment of dam- 
ages from flooding his premises. The city 
employes had boxed the meter, to kocp it 
from freezing, and had cut his supply pipe, 
and the water had flooded his coal cellar. 
He estimated his damages at 88.01); refer- 
red to committee on claims. 

Residents of Crescent street, Ward 1. 
asked for more street lamps; referred to 
Committee on lamps. 

Councilman Eisko read a petition from 
residents of Fountain street. Ward .‘5, ask- 
ing that the gutter be repaired where it 
bad been washed out; referred to highway 
Committee. 

Residents from Ward also asked for a 
concrete crosswalk at the junction of Land- 
ers and Washington streets; referred to 
highway committee. 

E. O. Childs and other residents of Rich- 
ardson street, stated that the road bed had 
been tilled in until it was in many places 
higher than the sidewalks, which were con- 
sequently flooded with water. The road 
bed was also in had condition, and they 
Ssked that the sidewalks he raised and the 
load lied macadamized; referred to high- 
way committee. 

Au order was passed requiring the high- 
way committee to make au examination of 
Thornton street, Ward 1, and take such 
measures as might he needed to put it in 
good condition. 

DEBATING THE LIGHT QUESTION. 

Councilman Rcdpath precipitated a de- 
bate on the electric light question by pre- 
senting an order from the street light com- 
mittee, asking for the additional sum of 
$2,o;)0 for street lighting purposes, the said 
sum to bo charged to the year’s as- 
sessment and collection of taxes. 
He said that the ctreet light com- 
m ttee of last year contemplated ask- 
ing for an increased appropriation for the 
year, hut they did not know just what sum 
would be needed, and decided to leave it 
to the committee of this year. The com- 
mittee wore satisfied that 82.000 additional 
would cover the expense of any contract 
flint would he made with the electric light 
compnjiy. although last year's committee 
thought that 85 ,00) would he required. 
Tin* present appropriation and the 82,000 
would pay for 71 electric lights, and the 
same number of other lamps as we have at 
resent. Tho electric lights would displace 
)•) gas lamps, which could be placed else- 
where. 

Councilman Gore objected to suspending 
the rules and giving the order a second 
reading, but his was the only vote against 
ft. and tho rules were suspended. 

Councilman Burr said tuat he was in fa- 
vor of tho order, but it was impassible to 
discuss it without going into the electric 
light question. The present order differed 
from tho one that had been laid on the 
table, and his objection t«» that was that 
Un* council were left in the dark, and were 
asked to vote on a matter which might in- 
volve the city in great additional expense. 
The committee were not able to tell any- 
thing about their plans or how much addi- 
tional appropriation they desired. Now 
.the matter was in a different shape. The 
.committee present a definite proposition, 
and know j i * .-» I what they want, and what 
tlie additional contracts will cost. Two 
thousand dollars is not an unreasonable 
sum. and the committee say that 81,200 of 
tli is is fin additional gas lamps, and that 
coily some $800 is needed to pay for the 

I neseiit number of lights and the electrie 
ights. Thu appropriations for other de- 
partments have been increased, hut the 
: Street light Appropriation had not been for 
govern) years. 

C.miicilinau Gore said that in the ab- 
. Hence of any report from tho streetlight 
committed, lie had some figures to present, 
which would put the m liter in a different 
light. Thu $2,000 asked for was not enough 
for the work contemplated, and before the 
end of tho year there would he a deficiency 
uf more lh m $4,700, and that without any 
additional light.-.. At the 1st of June there 
would he $14,455 left of tho street light ap- 
propriation, and from this deduct the $4.- 
•GO 2 for oil lamps and only $0,003 would he 
left to pay lor tho electric and gas lights. 
The cost of the proposed number of electric 
4igiits and the present number of gas lamps 
would am mnt to $4,720 more than the ap- 
firopriation. lie did not know what reduc- 
tion me committee thought they could get 
from thu gas company, but if they refused 
to make any the city would hu left in a had 
fix. Tho $2,000 asked for was only a be- 
ginning. lie did not think there was any 
demand for electric lights, and ho under- 
stood that the reduction in the price of gas 
depended on (lie comuany getting tho 
whole contract for lighting the streets, and 
the council ought to know what the gas 
Company would do. It was a question 
whether elect lie light was the best for the 
city. [Councilman Rcdpath objected that 
the speaker war out of order, hut the ob- 
jection w as not sustained. | The council 
w anted to do the best possible tiling for 
tjie city, and get the best light for the 
in. .nr). I lic three and live light gas burn 
(ji'S vs me thought t • » lie superior to electric 
lights. He dot not want to he charged 
with being narrow-minded, hut In- did 
want tlm council to do t lie best tiling for 
(Jo- interests of the eity. 

( non ilman l)ix said the order opened lip ; 
a large Mi) ject for discussion, and in its 
lijr-n.it l./i'.n lie should vote against it. lie 


moved to refer it to the street light com- 
mittee tor tnots and figures, as to the cost 
ot the proposed contracts. 

(’ouncilnian Rcdpath said that it. was of 
no use to refer the order to tho street 
lighting committee, they had canvassed it 
on all sides, lie r* ad trout an article pub- 
lished in a Newton paper, stating what 
terms the gas company would make, the 
publication being in advance of any figures 
being leceived by the committee from the 
gas company. so flint the (Inures were prob- 
ably correct. They offer tolight the lamps 
for $15 a year till 12 o’clock, if they receive 
flu* w hole contract for lighting the streets. 
In other words, they say if you will help 
us to kill off tills electrie light company, 
we will do the work for one year for $15 a 
lamp, and after that do as wo please. If 
the council will hack up the committee, it 
will he able to light the city for $15 per 
lamp or less. The committee had investi- 
gated a light that was as good or bettor 
than tile light furnished by the Watertown 
gas company, with a five-foot burner in- 
stead of a tour-foot, and was in use in 
other cities. Providence had (UK) of them, 
and the superintendent of street lights 
there reported that they were perfectly sat- 
isinctorv. The company furnishing tho 
light (The Globe (fas Light Co. of Boston.) 
offer to tmnish everything but t lie post, 
use a five-foot burner, and light the lamps 
from sunset to sunrise for $14.40 per lamp 
a year. This would give the city a great 
deal more for its money than it gets from 
the Watertown Gas company, and if the 
$2,000 was voted, the committee knew it 
could keep within the appropriation. 

Councilman Dix’s amendment, was then 
voted on and lost, nod thu roll was called 
on the passage of ihe oiiginal order. Coun- 
cilmcti I)ix, Gore, Pond, Read and Tyler 
voted against it. and it was lost. Council- 
man Redpath changed his vote before the 
result was declared, which made the vote 
stand 8 to 0. 

Councilman Hillings then moved to take 
the electric light order from the table, and 
a yea and nay vote was called for. Coun- 
cilmcii Burr. Dix, Gore, Pond, Read and 
Tyler voted no, but tho motion passed. 

Mr. Gore then moved to indefinitely post- 
pone the order, and Mr. Dix seconded it. 
Not a vote. 

Air. Kennedy said that lie voted to take 
the order from the table, hut lie did not be- 
lieve any one would vote for it in its pres 
cut shape. He thought the two coutiacts 
to be make should l»e voted for at the same 
time and at present there was no money for 
electric lights. He would move to refer it 
back to the committee. 

Mr. Redpath said that the order would 
he amended and put in proper shape, and 
lie had au amendment prepared. As for 
the statement that there is no money 
lor electric lights. there was an 
appropriation of $22,000, of which only 
$S,000 would he expended by the first of 
June. There was no other contract made, 
and he did not think any company owned 
this unexpended balance. The council 
could do what it pleased with it, and was 
not obliged to vote any of it to the Water- 
town Gas company, as some of the mem- 
bers seemed to think. 

Mr. Kennedy said that it was plain enough 
that the city would need other lights than 
the electric lights referred to in the order. 
The appropciation would run out before 
the year was over, and a large part of the 
city would he left in darkness. The extra 
money needed should be appropriated first, 
before any contracts were made. The 
council was not prepared to vote on the 
order at piescut. 

Mr. Redpath said the matter had been be- 
fore the council for a long time. The 
council had encouraged the Electric Light 
company to go ahead and put up their 
poles and wires and invest $25,000 in their 
plant. If we allow the Watertown Gas 
company to kill off the Electric Light com- 
pany, the property would he moved away, 
if it was moved to Watertown to the Gas 
company’s works, that town would get the 
benefit of taxes from it. It was not fair to 
keep tlie Electric Light company longer in 
suspense. If we are not going to give 
them business, we ought to let them know 
it, and not put the matter off till after the 
1st of May, when the appropriation cannot 
be increased. 

Mr. Kennedy -aid he would like to know 
how the council had encouraged the Elec- 
tric Light company. 

Mr. Redpath sa il it had given them the 
right to put up their poles in the streets,, 
and make all their preparations, with the 
tacit understanding that the city would 
patronize them. 

Mr. Gore asked if the city government of 
one year or its committees could make 
taeit promises that would bind the next 
year’s council? It did not make any diff- 
erence to him whether the stock-holders of 
the Electric Light company were citizens 
of Newton or Jericho, he wanted to get the 
best light tor the city on the best terms. 

Mr. Tyler asked it the Globe Gas Light 
company was not a Boston concern? The 
Newton and Watertown (las company was 
owned in Newton, and he should like to 
vote to patronize both the Gas company 
and Electric Light company, and vote for 
the one that would give tlie most light for 
the least money. 

Mr. ('had wick asked bow many petition- 
ers there had been lor electric light. Pres- 
ident Collin replied, some over (100. Mr. 
Chadwick said this number of citizens had 
asked for these lights, and not a single re- 
monstrance had been received, lie did 
not think the council would represent thu 
citizens if it refused to grant them what 
they asked for. The members were elected 
to represent the citizens and not their in- 
dividual preferences or prejudices. He 
had heard a great number ol complaints 
about thu present lighting of tlie streets.

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CITY GOVERNMENT. 

(Continued from Puf/e Two.) 

After t bo recent burglary in Newton, a res- 
ident of Ward 7 had told him that the city 
was more penurious in the matter of street 
lights than any other city ho knew of. It 
was the poorest lighted of any city in New 
England outside of Ihiston. This man had 
bought, a lot iu Wai t! 7 ami was to huild a 
house there, and he represented the gener- 
al sentiment of the city, lie Imd tidked 
with a great number of eiitizens from Au- 
burndnlo down, ami In* had found only one 
man in that number who was opposed to 
them. In Auhurndalo every leading and 
influential citizen wanted electric lights. 
In West Newton and Wards 1 and 7 there 
was the same sentiment among tlio tax- 
payers. 

Mr. Hod path said for the further infor- 
mation of the gentlemen not on the street 
light committee, that the matter had been 
under consideration ever since January. 
They had visited the streets lighted by flu; 
21) are lights, and found that they took the 
place of PS gas lamps. On this basis 71 arc 
lights would take the place of 2 HI gas 
lamps. We now have a contract with the 
gas company at *17.7‘> per lamp. Deduct 
the cost of of 2151 lamps from the cost of 71 
arc lights and you have $2.IM15, the addi- 
tional cost of using electric light. They 
would he lighted all night, instead of till 
12 o'clock. If the gas lamps were burned 
all night there would he even less differ- 
ence. If the object was to light the 
streets as cheaply as possible, dispense 
with gas altogether and go back to oil, and 
you would have better lights for less 
money and have them burn all night. He 
then quoted from the figures paid by other 
cities, and showed that Newton paid for 
lighting its streets from $5,000 to $10,000 
less than any city of its size and wealth. 
New Bedford, with about the same num- 
ber of miles of streets and valuation, pays 
$2(1,000 and has 50 arc lights. All these* 
cities use electric lights, but have the 
bunch system, and the price ottered by the 
Newton Electric Light company,! iking that 
into consideration, is as low or lower t han 
any other company offers. The city now 
pays at the rate of $•”» per t housand for gas 
used in lighting the streets, which is a 
much higher rate than is paid iu .other 
cities. Salem and Springfield only pay $1.80 
per thousand, to take two cities of about 
the size of Newton. 

Mr. Kennedy asked if the Gas company 
had not tiffined to furnish gas for $1.50 per 
thousand. ' 

Mr. Kcdpath replied that this was a dog 
in the manger bid. To accept it the city 
would have to have a superintendent of 
street lights, and the company did not ex- 
pect the city to accept it. If you pass this 
order the committee feel satisfied that they 
can make the requisite terms to get the 
street lighting done for the sum named, but 
if you refuse to pass it the (5as company 
will feel that they can control enough votes 
in the council to defeat the committee 
every time. 

Mr. Gore asked what the gentleman 
meant by saying that the Gas company 
could control votes in the council. 

Mr. Redpatli disclaimed any insinuation 
that the members could be unduly influ- 
enced. 

Mr. Kennedy said that the main question 
was that wo cannot make a contract with 
no money to pay for it. 

Mr. Red path replied that wo have the 
money and do not need any more to make 
a contract. We eanjj make two contracts 
at the same time. 

Mr. (vot e said he had not heard any cor- 
rection of the figures he presented earlier 
in the evening. 

Mr. Kcdpath moved to lay the order on 
the table and the motion passed. 

Mr. Rcdpath moved to reconsider the $2,- 
000 order, and the m t on passed. He then 
moved to adopt it.ai.d the order was passed 
by a vote of II to 8, Messrs. Dix, Gore and 
Pond voting no. 

Mr. Redpatli then moved to take from 
the table the order for a contract with the 
Electric Light company, and the motion 
passed. 

Mr. Kennedy moved to refer it to the 
committee on street lights. 

Mr. Chadwick said the council had al- 
ready given the committee a severe snub- 
bing, and lie hoped the motion would not 
pas*. It. was saying to the committee you 
shall not use your own judgment in the 
matter. Other committees are given some 
leeway, and tliou* recommendations are lis- 
tened to. The committee were unanimous 
iu their report, and ought to have some re- 
spect paid to them. 

Mr. Kennedy said the principal tiling had 
been done, the money had been voted, and 
the contract would be made at any time. 

Mr. Redpatli hoped the order would not 
be sent back. If the committee considered 
it all summer they could not get it iu any 
better shape. If we are going to make a 
contract with the Electric Light company 
the 1st of June, they must know it now, 
as it would take them until that time to 
put in another dynamo, and make their 
preparations for doing the work. The order 
Imd boon on the table for four weeks, and 
there would ho no undue lmsto in passing 
it now. 

Mr. Burr called for the reading of the 
order. 

Mr. Redpatli. after it was read, moved to 
amend by striking out all that portion that 
referred to lights before June 1st, and the 
order then provided for 71 lights, of not 
less than 1.200 candle power, to bo burned 
all night, 20 nights iu the month, at an ex- 
pense not to exceed 50 cents a night, and 
additional nights when the moon does not 
shine, at the same rate. 

The vote on the adoption of the amend- 
ment stood seven yeas and seven nays, 
Messrs. Dix. Gore. Kennedy. Pond, Powell, 
Read and Taylor voting no, and the amend- 
ment was lost. 

Mr Kennedy explained Ids vote by sav- 
ing that he did not understand the order 
and lie thought it the duty of the com- 
mittee to investigate and report. Besides 
the figures of the member from Ward 4 
had not been answered. 

Mr. Read said ho favored a little delay, 
and he thought the people would approve 
of it. The signers to the petitions in favor 
of electric lights from his ward carried no 
weight whatever. 

Mr. Gore asked what objection the street 
light committee had to reporting just what 
they intended to do. He did not want any 
uuoflieial statement, but an oflieial one. 

Mr. Redpatli said he had paid no atten- 
tion to the figures of the gentleman from 
Ward 4. and as he had seen an example of 
his figuring iu a letter which appeared in 
the GitAnillc. lie then started to road an 
extinct from it to show its misstst 'incuts, 
when Mr. Kennedy called him to order, 

Mr. Gore rose to a question of privilege 
mid said that it was not the way a member 
should he treated, and it was not the way 
he had been treated iu any legislative body 
of which he had been a member. 

Mr. Redpatli said he was merely giving 


his reasons why he paid no attention to Mr. 
Gore’s figures. 

Mr. Kennedy said such a proceeding was 
not in order. He wanted to hear from the 
committee, in regard to the contracts they 
could make with the different companies. 

The council then adjourned.

one teacher, and very few advantages for 
education. But now'l am hanpy to say the 
school houses are nearly all frame houses, 
with two teachers and many more advan- 
tages for education, so therefore you see 
we are poor hut prosperous.

There wns a spirited debate at the com- 
mon council Monday evening, over the 
whole matter ollighting the streets, and so 
much of interest was brought out that no 
one should be deterred from reading the 
report on account of its length. 

The question was treated for the most 
fm t in a broad and liberal spirit, and t lie 
evident intention of the majority in the 
Council is to treat both the Electric Light 
company and the Gas company fairly and 
Impartially. Both me Newton institutions, 
owned tor 1 he most part by Newton men, 
and 'licit) is no reason for any feeling of 
hostility to either. Electric Lights area 
necessity in every enterprising city, but 
they have not, and probably never will su- 
pt-rsc gas. Both companies will be aide 
to make a fair pro<H and something more 
out of the city's patronage, and the com- 
petition necessarily involved will give the 
city better lights and more of them than if 
there was only one company in the field. 

The passage of the $2,000 order indicates 
what the council will do, and it may be re- 
gardedas certain tbatjwe shall have electric 
lights after the first of June. 

The council did not pass the electric 
light older, it is true, but a clear majority 
of them favor the measure, and only post- 
poned its passage in order to vote on all the 
contracts at. the same ti.ne. 

It is probable that the melancholy kero- 
sene lamps, which now dicker on the hack 
streets, will ho replaced by lamps furnished 
by the Globe Gas Light company, which 
will l>e a decided improvement, as the nap- 
tha lamps give a •brilliant light, and Ibe 
back streets w ill he as well lighted as those 
which have gas lamps. 

The suggestion that the Gas company 
Should ho asked to send in a hid, with the 
understanding that another company fur- 
oishing an equally good light was in the 
field, is only what is done in other cases 
where work for the city is to be done. 
Compctive bids arc just as fair when 
thousands of dollars are involved, as they 
gie when a 75 cent job of printing is to be 
done. 

The debate of Monday night cleared the 
air and the proceedings were satisfactory 
all round, except that the common council 
did not show much respect for the com- 
mittee on street lights or their recommend- 
ations. r l ho committee have had a rather 
thankless task of it so far, hut judging 
from the able manner in which they were 
represented by Air. lied path, Monday 
night, they are abundantly able to take 
care of themselves and to furnish points 
for other members. It is to ba hoped that 
at the next meeting, at the farthest, the 
much-discusscd light question will be set- 
tled. 

THE ABHIOHV IIAM tlATTKK. 

J 11 another column will he found a letter 
giving tho law in regard to the letting of 
state armories, and some remarks in regard 
to it. There has been a mistake about the 
matter, and Captain Houghton says that 
Armory Hall can be rented for all pioper 
purposes just the same as formerly. All 
that is necessary is to notify the company 
Commander a week or so beforehand, so 
that he can obtain permission of the Ad- 
jutant General. A permanent permission 
was granted for renting the hall, but that 
Las he n revoked, and it is now necessary 
to obtain permission on each occasion, 
which will he a very easy tiling to do. 

This will be good news to the public, as 
for certain purposes, Armory Hall is the 
most convenient one in the city. In all 
Other respects our correspondent states the 
oas ; correctly. 

Tin: proposed Authors' Club in Biston 
Las made quite a stir among some of the 
Older writers of note in Boston, who dis- 
claim any connection with it.

The Use of the New Ion Armory. 

There has lu-en considerable comment on this 
subject for several days, but without a full knowl- 
edge ol the tacts. When these are known the 
public fueling will be allayed. 

Public .Statutes Chap. 14. See. 02, provide that 
the mayor and aldermen shall provide for each 
portion of the volunteer militia within their limits, 
a suitable armory for the purpose of drill mid the 
safe-keeping of the arms and equipment*, uniforms 
and other military equipments; also necessary 
fuel and lights. 

These the city has furnished. 

, Section OS nml 09 provide that annually the city 
authorities shall certify to the Adjutant Genet-; 1 
the amount due for rent, not exceeding four bill - 
died dollars for a company of infantry. This sum 
is paid from the state treasury, upon the warrant 
of the Governor, 

Snell sum has been annually paid, and diarchy 
tho stale becomes the sole tenant of the Armory. 

Seel ion 90 provides that ‘Armories provided for 
tiie militia shall not lie 11-od for ittiv purpose; what- 
ever. other tlrm the legitimate uses of the com- 
mands occupying them, and no commander ol 
any company -hall allow the the Armory to he let 
for other than a proper military purpose unless by 
approval of the Commander in Chief." 

No such approval hy the Governor has ever been 
given in relation to the Newton Armory; hut 
when the Newton Armory was accepted, the Ad- 
jutant General said that lie had perfect confidence 
that the city officials of Newton would not permit 
tin v improper use of the building. Accordingly, 
the Armory has from time to time been used lor 
Read Lectures, school drills, t fcc. 

Lately it became known to the Adjutant General 
that some of the Armories of the state were being 
improperly used, and with a view to prevent such 
violation of the 9(*th Section of the Chapter, lie is- 
sued a ‘ General Order" to which general 
order the Captain of the Clufllin Gaurds was hound 
to net, and lias acted. 

All then that is needed is for the eitv authorities 
to apply to hi* Excellency, the Commander in 
Chief, for a written “con-cut" that the Armory 
may lie used for proper purposes which shall not 
interfere with the Clatlliii Guards. 

The Adjutant General will not for one instant 
object to such “co •sent” as far ns this locality is 
concerned, and theChifliin Guards and their cour- 
teous commander would he glad to have siiclr'cnn- 
sent” given, by which they would he relieved from 
the operation of this “General Order,” which cer- 
tain circumstances, not connected with the New- 
ton Armory, Imd made necessary. J. C. I*.

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Modern Improvements In Homo. 

Every visitor of Home, especially every 
old traveller, who has huhii the city under 
papal rule, is loud in his disapproval of 
what he called '‘modem Home.” “ They 
are tearing down the old buildings,” ho 
says, “to put up modern houses in their 
stead; they are widening and htruigliteniiiK 
their streets; they have introduced a eotn- 
plieat.;d system of omnibuses, which wind 
their way atnoiiK the old ruins; they will 
soon surround the Coliseum with stucco 
tenement houses and mansard roots. 

There is no shadow of doubt that many 
of these complaints are well justified. 
With the glorious models of antiquity be- 
fore them, there is no excuse lor the hope- 
less common-place of many modern build- 
ings, and an advertisement on the crumb- 
ling wall of some monument of the old Ro- 
puolic is as unpardonahlo as, happily, it is 
infrequent. Hut a great part of these 
wails over the modernizing spirit in Homo 
is very likidy llio result of a sort of 
aesthetic Bullishness. How can we expect 
Italians to deny themselves the comforts 
and conveniences of civilization, to gratify 
the romantic tastes of strangers, who live 
in comfortable hotels, “on the Amotican 
plan,” and then sally forth, expecting to 
find Home as it was in the days of Cicero. 
“Romance and poetry, ivy, lichens and wall- 
flowers,” says Hawthorne, “need ruin to 
make them grow.” The modern element 
in Koine is the natural effect of the prosper- 
ity anil freedom which tho city enjoys 
under the present government. 

But, spite of the conviction that Koine 
has a right to the conveniences of the nine- 
teenth century, and that foreigners have no 
right to complain, the innovations in the 
ruined Baths of Diocletian have aiwavs 
been a trial to my spirit. Why did they 
need to cut tho Via Nazionalc through that 
beautiful wide curve of the walls? Could 
they find no other position for the railway 
station, or. if it must stand there, might it 
not he less suggestive of fresh paint and 
varnish? And, finally, is it necessary that 
the venerable grey walls of the Thermos 
should now shelter stables and blacksmith 
shops? 

I had left the church of Santa Maria 
degli Angeli, built i>y Michael Angolo, in a 
great hall of the Baths, in memory of the 
Christian martyrs who had labored to 
build them; ami I passed about the ruins, 
feeling that the busy life and traffic all 
about ino wasadesecroation to the memories 
of the place. Suddenly my attention was 
attracted by a printed notice, headed S. l\ 
Q. K.— magic letters which carry one in 
imagination to the days of republic and 
empire. But this placard was an announce- 
ment of free evening classes for children, 
who had completed the required course of 
instruction, and for adults who feci the 
necessity of an education. As I read the 
generous provisions and requirements, 1 
was grateful for tho modern influences, 
which made free education a possibility in 
Koine. And 1 thought that the seal of the 
"senatus populusquo Komanus” had never 
been more worthily placed, even in the 
days when the words were inscribed on 
triumphal arches and memorial columns. 

Wandering in, through tho old gateway, 

I heard, as I stood among fragments of 
ancient statues and sarcophagi, tiie busy 
murmurs of a school-room, and musical 
Italian voices, counting in unison, “sci, 
sette,otto.” And 1 saw rules about absence 
and tardiness, which had a familiar look, 
though they were worded in Italian. 

This morning’s walk was the occasion of 
a little investigation into the school-system 
of Italy. It is meagre enough, compared 
with our own educational opportunities, 
and yet an encouraging advance on the 
former condition of things. The govern- 
ment maintains a high standard of teach- 
ing, by insisting that every instructor must 
pass a state examination, and by providing 
normal schools. 

Tho elementary schools, lyceums and 
gymnasiums are controlled by municipali- 
ties and vary in different districts. Every- 
where children are required to attend 
school from their sixth to their ninth year 
of age. The poveity of Italians makes it 
impossible to set a higher school ago, but 
in these years children are taught reading, 
writing and the elements of geography ami 
arithmetic. 

Tiie religious status of the schools varies 
in different municipalities. Practically, 
there is always instruction in the Catholic 
catechism, but in many pluses children may 
be excused from these exercises. There 
are excellent Protestant schools in places, 
where tho municipal schools are decidedly 
Catholic in their tendencies, and there are 
everywhere Catholic schools, for it is the 
policy of the present Pope to encourage 
every kind of work among children and 
voting people. 

So it seems likely that in another genera- 
tion tnoro will not be so many Italians un- 
able to sign their names, and tho Baths of 
Diocletian may still shelter a genuine Free 
School of tho American sort.

Temperance in Newton Centre. 

Miss Elizabeth S. Tobcy of Boston, 
President of the Woman’s Christian Tem- 
perance Union, addressed a crowded audi- 
ence at tiie Lower Room of Associates Hall 
on Friday afternoon April 1st, at New- 
ton Centre. The meeting was called 
hy a committee of ladies in the interest of 
Temperance. Prayer was offered hy Mrs. 
T. .1. Holmes, Mrs. Thomas Nickerson pre- 
sided. and in a few well chosen words 
stated tho object of the meeting and intro- 
duced Miss Tobcy, whose benevolent face 
ami earnest words are not unfamiliar in 
Newton ;she spoke substantially as follows: 
Tho children of our homes are not always 
to lie sheltered by us, they must go out and 
moot temptation throughout the broad land. 
Tho state of the country has roused the 
motherhood and inotlierhcart, to clothe 
lior children in the armor of abstinence, 
and to warn their wary feet of the pitfall 
that abounds. It is hut a few years since 
my attention was called to this subject, and 
tiie fads have made me more zealous than 
l would have believed possible. The habits 
of former generations of moderate drinkers 
arc blossoming out in tlm women and child- 
ren of today, anil in young men who enter 
into crime through strong drink; it is a 
fact that in our prisons the majority of the 
severest penalties are borne by men under 
twenty-live years of age. At Coneoid 1 ad- 
dressed an audience of 040. and most of 
t bcui men in their prime, nine tenths of 
i be 1 1 1 were there through strong drink, 
(•rustavsoii in bis “Foundation of Death,” 
says that in the gin simps of Manchester, 
Kug., ‘J'J.OOO children were counted in one 
day'; it is said that there arc 10, 000 boy 
drunkards in the vim* growing state ot 
I’aliioruia: IJ.OJd in Chicago, in our chil- 


dren's hospitals wo sec babies suffering 
from the nerve diseases of alcohol. In Hie 
day nurseries at Chicago, where women 
leave their children while they go to work, 
a mother recently loft a bottle of whiskey 
“to give the baby a dunk occasionally, to 
keep it still.” Sometimes in the cities 
children are taken from the school room 
stupid with drink; some will come blight 
and quick in the morning, and dull anil 
idiotic in the nlternooii. Wo have a law re- 
<1 i ng the tombing of the pli,\s ology ai d 
hygienic effect of alcohol in our pub ic 
schools. Miss Tobcy inquired of the audi- 
ence if it was taught in Newton, ami re- 
ceived an affirmative answer. Thirteen 
years ago in Hillsboro, Ohio, the Woman’s 
Crusade against saloons was started by the 
very best women in the town; they met, 
they prayed, they pleaded with Hod. bis 
promises louml in the 14(hh Psalm. When 
this seed thought came to them. they would 
visit the saloons, so seventy women, two 
by two, walked out singing the hymn “(Jive 
to tho w inds thy fears.” 1'lic lirst saloon 
keeper visited and asked to give up his 
business, received the idea wit.li contempt, 
but before they left as they knelt on the 
Hour in prayer, himself saw the truth, and 
soon his liquor flowed down the street, 
and eventually every saloon in the town 
was closed; the same was true at Washing- 
ton Court House. This Crusade lasted but 
a short time, it was tiie Peutacost, the 
preparation for the grand organized work 
of the Woman’s Christian Temper- 
ance Union, which was formud at 
Chataugua, now it numbers 200,000 mem- 
bers, with a world wide organization; in 
England the. work is led by Margaret Bright 
Luc is, a sister of Kt. lion. .loliti Bright. 
The motto of tho society is “For Hod and 
home and native land.” Miss Tobcy gave 
a clear statement of tiie maimer of organ- 
ization adopted, and a condensed account 
of the marvelous work undertaken and ac- 
complished. Her w hole address was ani- 
mated and convincing. At the close she 
received a unanimous vote of thanks from 
the audience. .Subsequently a motion was 
offered by Ms. Dr. Ilovey. that a commit- 
tee of ladies and gentlemen, representing 
the four churches of the village be appoint- 
ed to consider the subject. This motion 
being adopted, the following were chosen: 
Messrs, (’fluster, Armiiigton, Flanders, Rev. 
T. .1. Holmes, Kev. II. L. Wheeler, Mrs. 
Thomas Nickerson, Mrs. Dr. Ilovey, Mrs. 
A. L. Rand, Mrs. W. H. Danforth, Mrs. D. 
S. Fartiham, Mrs. (’. Howard Wilson, Mrs. 
M. <». Crane. While the nominating com- 
mittee were out, Mrs. Ilovey was asked 
to give her reminiscences of the Washing- 
tonian Temperance movement, as connect- 
ed with her father, lion. Marshal 8. Kice. 
She said siic had often beard him speak of 
how common was wine drinking, how much 
it took to raise a building, and liow at 
funerals even the tilled glasses would be 
placed on the coffin for the bearers’ use. 
The Newton Temperance Society was one 
of the first formed in tiie state. Mr. Kice 
being a member, proceeded to take from 
liis cellar in his colonial house, (1740) on 
Centre street, sundry kegs of cherry 
brandy etc., and drawing the bung, dis- 
charged the entire contents into the drive- 
way. Mrs. Nickerson added that this same 
operation being performed at her father’s, 
several unfortunate swim* finding the 
cherries became intoxicated. Newton lias 
a good record in voting “no license, ”aml it 
is hoped that this movement may i e'.p o 
augment this vote. 

Mr. Beecher’s Biography. 

The Kev. Mr. Halliday, Mr. Beecher’s 
assistant in Plymouth church, has been 
associated with Lyman Abbott, I). I)., in 
the preparation of tiie biography of tho 
late Mr. Beecher, to which the great 
preacher, previous to his death, largely 
contributed. It was not proposed to have 
either Mr. Ilallidny’s or Mr. Beecher’s con- 
nection with the book generally known, but 
the death of Mr Beecher fias removed the 
objection to the fact being made public, 
and now the complete book will appear 
with Dr. Lyman Abbott’s and Kev. 8. B. 
Halliday's name on tho title page. They 
have also been assisted by a corps of over 
thirty eminent writers, Leonard Bacon, 
1). 1)., J. H. Whittier, and others, who 
have contributed reminiscences, etc. As 
Mr. Beecher did not write a line upon any 
autobiography of himself, but did contrib- 
ute to this work, the additional fact is ap- 
parent that Dr. Abbott’s and Kev. Halli- 
day's book is the nearest approach to an 
autobiography that Mr. Bceclier lias left, 
and with tho array of talent employed it 
looks as if we were to have a biography 
which is worthy of the man.

Mrs. Spaulding, his devoted w ife, 
and a young daughter survive to bear li is 
name. The Charles Ward Post lias beet, 
very gallant and loyal, seeking his comfort, 
and sending a comrade for nightly welch 
with him over his low burning camp-fire. 
Mr. Spaulding contributed, not long since, 
a series of army life sketches in verse, to 
tlie columns of the Graphic.

31 r. Trowbridge’s Oratorio. 

The second performance of the Oratorio 
of “Emmanuel.” drew a large audi- 
ence at Eliot Hall, Wednesday night, many 
coming a second time. The enlargement 
of the orchestra was a great improvement, 
nml the general verdict was that the 
oratorio gains by a second hearing, which 
shows the careful work of the composer. 
Some of the musical gems sprinkled 
through the oratorio will become popular 
fur church music, such as the “Nunc 
Dimitris,” the “Th*y have taken away 
my Lord.” and similar ones.

Mrs. Allen at times sang with all 
her old sweetness and power, ami 
Messrs. Hay and Parker were in good 
voice, the best work of tlx* lattei ■ eiug in 
“Let us go now to Bethlehem.” The 
choruses, the especially strong part of the 
oratorio, were even better than at the first 
performance, and the smooth flowing 
music was excellently given by the skilfully 
drilled singers. 

The critic of the Boston Post was among 
the audience, ami in a half column notice 
lie says some very compliinentarv filings of 
the oratorio, closing with this: “Upon the 
tiie whole, the new oratorio made a dis- 
tinctly favorable impression, which we 
think must certainly ho deepened by 
further hearing. It is good, careful, 
nuisicianly work, showing a decided talent 
for composition in this line, w ith unusual 
ability, as we have said, in chorus w riting, 
and M r.

TIIE VICE-PRESIDENT’S PAPER. 

'•Ladies, I- have railed a meeting of the 
ladies of the Nc# ton Indian association, hot 
ing at present alkiut one hundred, not uv 
separating ourselves from lie* gentleman, Lut 
for the purpose of taking action upon certuiis- 
matters which appeared to me, (and in coomiI.u- 
tion with others) to belong peculiarly to our de- 
partment. 1 have prepared a paper which I -iiIm 
mit to vour consideration. 

I hail it as a happy omen that on appointing m. 
day for this meeting, I, hy aeei lent, named ilia* 
I'Jth of April, and s<> meet here, in Middlesex, 
on the anniversary of t Lcvingtnn and Coneord. to 
do more than the women ofT'i did. They strength- 
cned the hearts of the men of that day : we are do- 
ing that, hut we can and will do more in this fresh 
call of suffering humanity . 

I congratulate yon that the Dawes hill has Inw 
come a law. Further than this that we. arc as-i 
snred that it hy* the approval, an I will hive th& 
hearty support of lh<- presideiif. and of the seerc-’ 
turv of war, Mr. Endicotr, and the secretary of the# 
interior. Mr. Lamar. 

But the hill, excellent as it is. we intist admit, 
will he of un 'practical value, if it he not s ipple- 
tnctited hy a fair, honest and wise apphtstfio i of 
its principle*. Gen. Crook, a: a large meetin r at 
Lhanning church clnpcl. pointed out this necessity,- 
mid here, incidentally let me -ay, that in eonve’r- * 
sat ion at that time, lie said “that till lie rank* eu-t 
he did not know of the interest in. mi l work for 
the Indians which he found here. He wafc surprised* 
and gratified.” 

The lands owned ami occupied hv the fndiaq 
tribe* were used hv jlietu prineipallv as hunting 
grounds. The advance of the white man, and 
particularly the building of r:iilr>nid* had e-«mt- 
tally diminished the game, and rliev no-.v finrt' 
themselves compelled to find other mean* i»f sup- 
port. What comes so naturally and need full v a* 
farming ?

The first difficult v the Dawes bill meets i- to be 
certain that these lands shall be surveyed, and iaM 
out fmm tiie best lands b- honest offi. i’d- up-...;, : ; -<t 
at Washington. This difficulty was fully disea- 
sed a> the “Citizen-hip Meeting” at Bo-ton a f. v 
da»s ago, x.t which meeting I had the good fortune 
to he present. Senator Dawes was their. The 
result of the meeting was the election a eoui- 
mittee of gentlemen of eharat icr, political iultu- 
I cnee and sound judgment, to proceed to Wa-hing- 
ton, ami to have interviews with flic president airi 
others, to insure the selection of the ri ght men to 
cam* the Dawes hill into practical operation. 1 
have since been informed that thev found a sym- 
pathetic feeling, and leel assured of a Item-fi -i d 
result. The president intima’ed his intent ma 
! carefully to inform himself of the reservation best 
fitted to make the inaugural u’tempt to test ihe 
capabilities of the law. 

The next difficult v is the “land-grabber*.’* wh« * 
seeing that hy the provision* of the l) iwe* hill, the 
Indian who takes land iu severalty, cannot <li*r ,4 “e 
ol it for twentv-five tears, an I a* they t fieri foe 
cannot wheedle him <>ut of it hv an iiniuciliate par — 
chase for an insignificant consideration, are pus. 
paring to disua.ie the In liun- ton any re*?rvati . 
which the president may select for" action) fr »n» 
accepting the offer. Our Newton brothers of tiie 
Indian association are fully apprisv I of thi« “r * -*t 
ahead," and are preparing to send competent ami 
trustworthy men to the ie*orvation so selci'ted, 
who will explain to. and iuffttcticc the tudiaut 
against the deceptions which may be practiced ‘ 
upon them. 

The next thing is to sunplv those who miy fake 
land, with farming utensils with which to cultivate 
and improve it Then to supp’y menus f»>- home* 
and educational purposes. Senator Dawes said .a 
the meeting in Boston. “The Indian, before he caw 
lie fitted to beeotnc a farmer, must Is* taught wl.al 
a farmer’s home is, and should lie.” It appear* 
there is now, in tl»* hands of our government, no ’ 
amount of money held cxpresslv fin- the hem-fit of 
the Indian*, from which adequate amount* can l>c 
appropriated, hy direction o| the seeivtai vof tho 
interior, to furnish such implements ami faciliiic* 
to such Indiaus a* may In* willing to i»ccom«- f im»- 
uieis. Here agum is the ueeo-sitv for h..i,e«* 
m< ii to ilisburse the money ami distribute it 
equitably. 

There arc now various missionary and other 
homes and schools, under the care ami iiv-tmcrioi* 
of many worthy, self-sacrificing men mi l w m< u- ’ 
and ntaiiv more uiv iiccvIihI. Whit shall w* 
women of NcArtou do in this matter ? We sm h 
much and what ii ne«v— arv .

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CITY GOVERNMENT. 

TH IS $2,000 OHDK It I'ASSH) 11Y TIIK ALDER- 

MEN. 

Tlio Monrtl of Altlcnnon met Monday 
evening, with all its members present ex- 
cept Alderman Pet tee. The minutes or the 
last meeting were read and approved. 
Papers from the Common Council were 
read and disposed of in concurrence. 

The order in regard to Electric Lights 
fvas referred oack to the street light com- 
mittee without debate, save that Alderman 
Hollis asked if a statenunt of any reasons 
for such reference whs made, and ho was 
told that there was none. 

TIIK $2,000 order. 

When *hc order for adding $2,000 to t lie 
appropriation for street lights came up, 
Alderman Ward asked what was the object 
Of the order. He said tlpit he did not un- 
derstand it, and did* not know what the 
City proposed to do with the $2,000. 

Alderman Hollis replied that the order 
was put in with a view t. » having electric 
lights. If we did not have electric lights 
the additional money would not bo needed. 
If we had them, that sum would cover the 
additional expense. 

Alderman Ward asked if it would pay 
for >both gas and electric lights during the 
your. A huge number of new gas lamps 
had been asked for, anil some three-burner 
gas lamps would be needed in places wlmro 
there were no electric lights. Were these 
pvovidad for in the estimates of the com- 
mittee? 

Alderman llollis stated that the $2,000 
additional would iuruish sufficient money 
to light the streets with the 71 electric 
-lights asked for, and such other lights 
equal to the present gas lamps .as the coun- 
cil should decide upon. It the gas com- 
pany were not willing to furnish gas at a 
fair price oilier companies were. 

Alderman Ward thought that the commit- 
tee ought to report.,. something detirtite in 
regard to the matter. We do not "know- 
n-hat the gas company will furnish lights 
for. if they do not get the whole contract. 
They have said what they would do in that 
case, but if some electric lights were used 
the gas company would not ipake any re- 
duction, and the appropriation would not 
too enough. 

Alderman Hollis said lie did not ‘know- 
how the committee could report anything 
ihoio definite, lie did not understand that 
Hie city was hound to patronize the Newton 
& Watertown (l.is Company in any event. 
There were other companies who could do 
the work equally well. The committee had 
given the subject careful consideration, blit 
it seemed that they were not to lie given 
discretion at all. In all his experiences of 
Committee work as a member of the citv 
government, no other committee had been 
called to such rigid account, as the street 
light committee had been. Other 
companies were given sonic leeway and some 
respect was paid to iheir recommendations. 
The 71 electric lights for the remaining 
seven months of the year would cost $4. '.>70. 
the oil Limps $:J<K)J,:inti this left $0,12.") for 
*100 lamps, if the gas company would lurnish 
them i"r the figures named, but if not the in- 
candescent lamps could be furnished at $.5 
per lamp. which would do the work inside of 
the appropriation; or the (.Lobe Company 
would furnish Naptha lamps for a less 
figure. 

Alderman Ward said he did not like to be 
alone in opposition to the order, but he 
thought il was only the beginning of a 
large expense. Other parts of the city 
than thosi* contemplated were calling for 
electric lighis, and they had as much right 
to them. The council should be careful 
how' it entered upon such a com so without 
knowing where it was to end. In regard 
to the Oiohe Gas Light Company, the city 
ltfnl sonic expciieuce with it, and it hail 
rot been satisfactory before. Of the inrun • 
descent lights lie knew nothing, but he 
thought that the citizens would not be 
satisfied with any other light than gas. and 
nothing else that could be bad at the same 
firicc v.-e-. eqiial to it. If the gas company 
would do the uoik h r the sum named he 
Would * >tr for the order, but this was mi- 
ce! tain, and in case they refused to l-eduru 
the prtc'.qlhme w ould not be money enough 
to no the work. 

Alderman Nickerson said he should vote 
for the order. Electric lights were' bound 
to come in some' shape, and the amount 
asked for was as small as could be expected, 
lie th....gh! the lights ought to Ik- paid for 
Out of this veat’s taxes, and to do this the 
Older would have to be passed a t once. 

Alderman Grant said that the amount 
asked for by the e unmittce was a t 
sufficiently large, as he eoutemied that in 
Cerium portions of the eity the gas lunii s 
ought to la: lighte-i all night. lie had 
fttope-1 Unit ihe committee would fonmtlute 
tumie plan t > provide for all night lighting 
out si' ! .- of the ebctric lights. As it w as, 
the *2,000 weald cany them through the 
year and leave a .small margin. They had 
a large amount of lumps ;iml stock on hand. 
F" UlRtexti.i lamps could be provided w ith- 
out expense. There 
when u. contra -t wa 


part of tlio com, ion! tlu»t work could be done 
no rhOHper than three years ago. 

Alderman Hollis raid that tie had not touched 
upon die cost of lighting and earing for the lamp* 
at nil ; tlmt had Itcen left undisturbed, lie had 
only figured on the reduction in the price of 

gin. 

A yen nnd nav vote was taken, nnd Alderman 
Ward was railed upon lii-st to vine. After some 
hesitation he said he should vote no for the pit*- 
cut. All the other members voted yea n ml the 
order passed.

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TEMPERANCE MISSION 

At Saint Joseph’s Church, Boston, 

Rev. Fr. Byrne, V. G„ on die Need of 
Temperance Reform. 

Tint temperance mission at St. Joseph's 
church closed recently, with a sermon on 
“The Remedies for Intemperance,” hy 
Rev. John W. McMahon of Charlestown, 
which was an eloquent exposition of tho 
means roli^iou alTords of curing the evils 
resulting from the abuse of intoxicating 
liquors. 

Tho pastor, Rev. William Byrne, V. G., 
in giving a brief statement of the object of 
the mission, said: ‘‘We will invito yon 
this evening to take the temperance pledge. 
There are three classes who might reason- 
ably bo expected to take the total absti- 
nence pledge; llrst, those who feel and 
know that they need this protection 
against themselves: those who, seeing the 
fearful evils of intemperance, know the 
force of bad example and the cllicacy of 
good example; and those who desire to 
pet form an act of self-denial in the Christ- 
ian spirit, an act of mortification of the ap- 
petite. Except to the first class we have 
no command to give. They are bound in 
conscience to abstain entirely. As to all 
others it is purely as a matter of counsel 
that we recommend the total abstinence 
pledge. 

At the last meeting of the general com- 
mittee of this parish which was associated 
with the clcigy for tho purpose of advanc- 
ing tho cause of temperance and other 
parochial work, especially works of char- 
ity, and other works relating to the finan- 
cial condition of this church, it was agreed 
and resolved, I think unanimously, in a 
large meeting, that wo should start a peti- 
tion to the legislature, to be signed by 
members of this and other parishes, ask- 
ing to have the liquor saloons closed on 
Christmas day. Tho proposition at first 
was to petition the legislature to close the 
liquor saloons on all legal holidays, but as 
that was thought to bo too large a step in 
advance, it was determined that we should 
take the smallest possible step that wo 
could in this direction, and to limit our 
'petition to Christmas day. Blanks will be 
left wit'll the total abstinence societies for 
signatures to be procured in such manner 
as may be dcrclmincd in subsequent meet- 
ings. 

There is a great dial said by friends of 
the laboring man in favor of more holidays 
and about 

LABOR REFORM IN' GENERAL, 
but 1 hold i hat labor reform to he effect- 
ive, or to produce any great result, must 
be accompanied by a temperance retorm.if, 
indeed, temperance reform slmuld not 
actually precede labor reform. The prin- 
cipal object of labor reform agitation is to 
bring about tlie aiuelioiuLoii of the condi- 
tion of the lai/oring man. it is to reduce 
the number ot those who are sunk in 
.poverty, to place the laboring man in more 
comfortable circumstances, to give him 
higher wages, shorter hours of labor, the 
means of educating himself, * of recreat- 
ing ami umu ing himself during his spare 
hours. It is to secure for the laboring 
classes a fare share of the wealth which 
they are continually producing. Such or- 
ganizations as this, when properly conduct- 
ed, ami when governed by common sense 
and reason. and by those who are controlled 
in their actions by the principles of the 
Catholic church, are undoubtedly laudable 
and are approved ny individual priests, by 
bishops, ami, 1 might say, by the whole 
Catholic church in this country. If you 
want proof of that, all you have to do is 
to read for yourselves the report oil the 
Knights of Labor laid before the Holy See 
by Cardinal Gibbous some lime during the 
moiiih oi February last. 1 read it to day, 
and 1 find it one ol the most admirable de- 
fences of the organization known as the 
Knights of Labor that. I think, has ever 
appealed in print. 1 liml the objects, mo- 
tives, methods, principles, and rules set be- 
fore the Holy See and commended. I find, 
however, curtain details and certain actions 
ot individual members, and ccitaiu speech- 
es of hot-headed members of the organiza- 
tion condemned. The necessity of some 
such organization among the laboring 
classes is freely and frankly recognized, 
because the fact is recognized tnat there 
are grievances to be redressed that will 
yield only to the united action of thewage- 
earuers themselves. It. is admitted that in 
many inspects tho laboring classes are un- 
fairly treated l>> their employers, who mer- 
cilessly take advantage in an unchristian, 
not to say inhuman maiiiinr, of the cruel 
law of supply and demand. Economists 
call this a natural law, 1 call it an unchrist- 
ian law. Cardinal Gibbons, in summing 
up. embraces iliesu grievances, and shows 
that all thinking men are agreed that such 
evils exist and call loudly for redress and 
now legislation to set the balance even 
between the hihoringelasses and their em- 
ployers. 

The complaints which the cardinal recog- 
nizes as founded on actually existing evils 
may be stated as follows: — 

1 st. That monopolies est ihlishud hy 
organized capital, ami unjustly favored by 
legislation, enhance unduly the cost of liv- 
ing for the sake of enormous prod's. 

lid. That corporations in their greed for 
gain, by heartless measures of administra- 
tion. and by obstructing the union of labor 
try to keep the wages of t hi! operatives 
down to the lowest point consistent with 
the continued existence of the labeling 
class in stilHeieut numbers to suit their 
purposes. 

.'hi. That many employers of labor, in 
ut i r disregard of the el. •inis of Christian 
charity, and our common brotlieihood. im- 
pelled by heartless avarice or jealous rival- 
ry in the race for wealth, impose pitiless 
tasks, and harsh condition.-* upon their 
opi r Hives, even when these are woman and 
children. 

4th. That tho wealthy classes, for tho 
most part, show little sympathy for tho 
mii lit rings of the poor, and have little or no 
concern for the iiuolinrutioii of the condi- 
tion ol the laboring classes. 

That the nhovo-uauied causes are fruitful 
sources of suffering no will deny. Vet the 

most nnoi.iFii' sot'nri’. or the evils 
that the laboring men sillier from is intern- 
peranee. This is a fact t hat labor reform 
orators slur over lightly or ignore al- 
together. We must nut cr forget to give 
due credit to those organizations that re- 
quire their olllcersto be sober men. Would 


tint the time bad conn when those trades 
unions, Knights of Labor, and kindred as- 
sociation* were so strong in themselves, and 
so thoroughly organized and disciplined, 
that they could make it a rule, or a law, 
that, no man could remain a member of 
t in ir trade, guild, union, or profession, who 
was not at least a temperate man. 

All who read the newspapers know that 
there has been a measure passed through 
the lower house of the Legislature, limit- 
ing the number of saloons that may lie 
licensed in Boston to otic lor every .V)<) in- 
habitants; and that recalls the striking 
fact that we have now one licensed liquor- 
seller for every 220 of the population of 
Boston. And when we add to this the un- 
licensed places, w hich are perhaps one-filth 
as many as the licensed, the figures tell a 
most striking tale. And w hen you analyze 
them, what does it mean? That the bur- 
den of supporting each of these liquor 
Kclleis is thrown upon tho shoulders of 250 
wage-ear aims? Not at all. Leaving out the 
women and children and that class who do 
not drink at all, or who only drink at home, 
how many go to support the saloon? About 
OS, at the outside limit, it. is said. The cus- 
tom they have from mit-ol-town visitors 
would, perhaps, raise that to 50,-50 heads 
of families, adult males, wage-earners. who 
earn Oil an average $1.5 ) a day. How much 
must each man contribute to keep this up? 
The average sales of liquor dealers cannot 
lie less than $5,000 a year each, the profits 
oil which, even it pitched, as h.igli as forty 
per cent., would hardly suffice, to enable 
their families to live in* such comfort and 
style as they do. This $5,000 comes from 
the pockets of, say fifty customers; that is 
a per capita tribute of $100 a year, volun- 
tarily paid over to the liquor traffic hy 
every laboring man wlio drinks. It is no- 
torious that seme pay far more than this, 
wh lo some, of course, pay less. This is 
truly a woful waste, and being wilful, is 
also sinful. This $100 is equivalent to the 
rental of a decent city tenement in this 
country or to £20, and any of you who over 
rented a farm in England or Ireland knows 
that in spite of rack rents, there are clis- 1 
tricts there where you could rent 10 to 12 
acres of fair arable land for £20 a year.and 
live comfortably. Oh, that, wo could insti- 
tu»o measures in this country by which 
these more grasping landlords of the 
saloons would receive less tribute and rack 
rents! These men 

ARE HE ALLY LIKE INTO “LORDS,” 

for what is a lord? Ho is a man who has 
power and dignity and wealt h and influ- 
ence. lie is is a man who is looked up to 
by his clients, and who can run for office 
and lie elected through his associations and 
friends, or through liberal expenditure of 
money. 

Are not our liquor sellers in this country 
lords in this sense to a certain extent? 
They have social influence and political 
power; they are believed by many to con- 
trol the politics of this city to-day. and I, 
standing at this altar as a Catholic priest, 
am constiained to warn you against their 
threatened domination, which I fear is fast 
coming upon us. They wield the control- 
ling itdiuence among even tho Democratic 
members of the Massachusetts Legislature 
to-day. This is proved by the fact that 
when this bill, an eminently just, wise, 
practicable, and, 1 think, entirely expedi- 
ent measure, came up ' cfore t he House, all 
the members of the Democratic .aitli, ex- 
cept about a baker's dozen, voted against 
it. They vote against nearly every restric- 
tion that is sought to be placed upon the 
liquor traflie. and by their votes, aided by 
powerful auxiliaries from other political j 
parties, they control, largely, liquor legis- ! 
lotion in this state and city. You all know I 
that as well as I do: though perhaps it is 
left to the freedom of the pulpit to say so. | 
Therefore 1 say these men arc really lords, ; 
who are. in a quiet way, not by lash or : 
penalty or torture or dragooning, like the 
landlords of Ireland, or by eviction except 
indirectly, aiming to rule you. They are | 
men of wealth. Where does the wealth j 
come from? Out of the pockets of the j 
laboring classes, for the most part. It is 
a tax levied on every man w ho earns wages. 
You protest, and justly, against the poll- 
tax of $2 a year for the privilege of voting, 
and pay it reluctantly and very often not 
at ait, tmt have your candidates pay it, and 
yet you pay this greater 1 ;l\ voluntarily in- 
to the colTers of the saloon keepers, for the 
gratification of a depraved appetite and 
the poor privilege of enjoying their friend- 
ship. and defending what they call their 
business interests from fanatics, from legis- 
lators, from priests who are too zealous in 
this ten. peranee movement. What is the 
result? 

DEG RELATION, MISERY AND POVERTY 

for yourselves, your wives, and your child- 
ren. Their wives and children go about in 
silks and satins, some of yours in cotton 
gowns, and those of the drunkard, in rags; 
they live in line mansions, aid you in 
cramped and sordid tenements. They have 
their carriages and fast horses to drive out. 
while, you use your own sturdy limbs to j 
carry you whenever you go out to take the 
air, when you have tlie opportunity of do- ! 
ing so on .Sunday or oilier holidays. What 
advantage will tlie intemperate among the 
laboring classes derive from • a Saturday 
half-holiday? If the liquor dealers do not 
show their hands openly in this movement 
fora half-holiday. Saturday, which I cer- 
tainly would tie in favor ol granting it the 
laboring classes were prepared t.» use it 
well, it is because they think it wise not lo 
do so. It would certainly not be over-esti- 
mating their business enterprise, or exag- 
gerating their cunning, to say that they are 
at the bottom of it secretly, because they 
know it will give them six or seven hours a 
week more in which to bleed their vi •thus. 
They are the men who will profit most by 
tlie increase of pay and shelter hours of 
labor, unless labor reform is accompanied 
or preceded by temperance ivfoini. Let 
us. therefore, if we are to agitate, as wo 
should, for the redress of the evils that are 
recognized ami visible to all iiiilikiud. la- 
bor also to remove the cause which will 
nullify all reform which may be brought 
about in the relation between capital and 
labor, — the vice of intemperance.” 

A series of these temperance missions 
has been arranged for virions parishes in 
tiiis archdiocese. The next one will prob- 
ably he held in tlie cathedral. Shortly after 
i uni will he held at the church of Our Lady, 
Newton. 

To this revised report of some remarks on 
temperance reform, Father Byrne wishes 
to add (lie following cablegram from 
Rome, which he has reason to think is 
correct. 

“The Pope's biief to Bishop Ireland, on 
the temperance question, has been issued. 

In it the Rope praises (lie ('atlndie Total 
Ab.-tiueuee Ciiiou; comments on the de- 
plorable u. dure ot {lie evils caused by iii- 
tempuraiice, and urges pastors to increase 
their efforts to extirpate the plague of 
drunkenness.*’

It is rumored that Mr. Ifi. 11. Cutler, head 
master of the High School, has resigned 
Ins portion, to take cITcetnt. the end of 
the year, and if true wo know of no an* 
Bouncctnent that would create more gener- 
al regret among the parents of past an 
present pupils of the High School. 

It is due to lnm that the Newton High 
{School now rnnks with the best High 
JSeitoola in New England, that parents 
come here from all points to reside, while 
their children are being fitted by him for 
college, for the Institute of Technology 
and other advanced schools, and that the 
pupils take such high rank at the ontrance 
examinations. Without him the school 
will lose its prestige at once, ns it will be 
difficult if not impossible to fill his place. 

The mero rumor that the school commit- 
tee or some of them, were inclined to favor 
bis resignation, has started dozens of peti- 
tions into circulation, which are being 
signed by all the citizens most interested 
fit the school, and who know most about It. 
Thu committee will be apt to hear from 
the pcoplo in an emphatic way. 

The school committee can hardly con- 
gratulate themselves upon tho lesson the 
whole affair teaches to tjte High School 
pupils, and it is also rumored that some of 
41ie best teachers in the school will with 
dia\v with Mr. Cutler, ns . it. is impossible 
for a teacher to maintain any sclt-'respnct 
and continue under the present condition 
of things that prevails at tho High School. 
It is difficult for citizens who know the 
facts to restrain their indignation when 
commenting upon the political jugglery 
illicit oils the school machinery. 


The Republican members cannot escape 
condemnation, either, foi had they been 
united in favor of the bill it would have In- 
come a law. 

Tun speeches made by our State Sena- 
tors and Congressmen at the Massachu- 
setts* Club dinner last. Sfttimlny, caused a 
correspondent to wish that the Senators 
and Representatives could bo cornered up 
somewhere and made to listen to the peo- 
ple. Ho thinks they would learn more as 
to flic real needs of the country than they 
seem to have done from their long service 
n Congress. Our Congressmen, somehow, 
get separated front tho people and the 
present, and live too much in the past. Tho 
present is what concerns us to-day. anil a 
careful reading of the speeches failed to 
disclose any very live issues. This may ho 
remedied, however, before the next cam- 
paign comes round. The Congressmen 
iiave a long vacation before them, during 
which they will have opportunity to talk 
with the people and find out the state of 
public opinion. 

Gov. Amur has issued his proclamation 
setting apart Saturday, April 80th, as Arbor 
Day, and makes tho sensible suggestion 
that in every town and city of the Common- 
wealth some street ho selected and trees 
plnntcd therein, in memory of those who 
died for the preservation of their country. 
There are many streets in Newton, especial- 
ly between tho different villages, where 
trees would ho a public benefit, and the 
city lias voted $.">00 towards paying the ex 
penscs of setting them out, provided the 
owners of the adjacent property wish to 
take advantage of this offer. It is to be 
hoped that tho day will bo observed in 
every ward. 

The second of the papers on “Newton 
Seventy Years Ago” is published in Ibis 
issue, and will be found to be fully as inter- 
esting as the first. Tho writer was a boy 
at the time of which lie writes, and the 
maSiuer in which the war of 1812 affected 
the residents of Newton is described in a 
very graphic manner. The statement also 
that the early settlers of Newton never 
thought that roads would be needed farther 
west than Upper Falls, and the description 
of the one weekly coach to Boston, are in 
vivid contrast to Newton as it is to-day. 


TH8 VAN COMPANY'S BRIEF. 

The Newton and Watertown lias com- 
4>anv lias issued a ciicular s o wmw li at ipjthe 
form of a legs^i brief; which tri&.becu sent 
4o the members of the council. It was 
commented upon in the board of aldermen, 
Monday night, and it is fair to presume 
lliut it presents tho Gas company’s side of 
Of the street light question in the strong- 
.«£t manner possible. Its estimates are de- 
cidedly interesting, and the city govern- 
ment is told what the company will do 
in terms which are fcxpltcit enough. 

The Gas company will furnish single 
punier gas lamps, on the present moon 
schedule, till 12 o’clock, for $15 per night, 
if they are given a monopoly of lighting 
the city, and they also make various offers 
fh regard to three-burner lamps, which 
will be furnished for $28.80 till 12 o’clock. 

On the other hand, if the city patronizes 
tlie elcclric light company, and 200 out of 
the 874 gas lamps arc done away with, tho 
Ca-i company will refuse to make any re- 
duction from the present price, and the 
city will have to pay $17.75 per night, a - 
though the company expect to furnish 004 
gas lamps. 

The arithmetician who got up this circu- 
lar then proceeds to figure upon the prob- 
lem of lighting the city, the comparative 
Cost of gas and electricity, and readies 
the not altogether unexpected conclusion 
(from his standpoint) that the city will save 
cnom-y by giving the whole contract for 
lighting the city to the Gas company. 

Following these figures arc soino eight 
Objections against giving any patronage to 
the Electric Light company, and seven rea- 
sons with an addenda forgiving the entire 
-Contract to the Gas company. As we have 
Raid, it is an interesting document, and wo 
regret that it was decided to give it such a 
limited circulation. 

Thu circular has no signature, and so.per- 
tiaps, its statements are not to be taken as 
final. Tossibly when the street light com- 
mittee got ready to make a contract, the 
Gas company may feel that it is wiser to 
m ike the same concessions to the city as to 
private individuals, on the principle that 
three-quarters of a loaf is hotter than no 
Inroad. 

A TIUIPEKAXCK 

A temperance mission is soon to he held 
In the Church of Our Lady, in this city, and 
In this connection the account of the mission 
Which has just closed at St. Joseph’s 
church, Boston, will he especially in- 
t renting. Its objects were lucidly explained 
Ly Rev. \Vm. Byrue. V. G., and the position 
lie took on the temperance question can he 
tieartily endorsed by all temperance people 
Oi wlutover faith. 

The olergy of the Roman Catholic church 
are in a position to do a great work in be- 
i-.di of temperance, and they seem fully 
awake to their opportunities. One of the 
leading societies in the cluinh is the 
Catholic Total A! stiuen.'o Uni >n, which 
lias iiceivcd the sanction of the Pope, and 
lie also urges upon tiie pastors of the 
'Chureh to increase ill- ir efforts to extirpate 
Go* plague of drunkenness. 

The mission that is to he held here soon 
Can i o’ fail to lie productive of good, ai d 
tt will have the lies! wi-lu-s of all tempi i- 
aocc people. The ( hut ch of Our Lady will 
Set a worthy example for the other rhuroh- 
Cc in the oily by (his earnest work in bohatl 
ol temperance principles. 

Father Byrne is evidently not at raid to 
criticise the Deiuocr.iUo party, and espociu - 
lv the members of that party in the login 
latino, for their action in regard to the bill 
liinirtng the number of saloons in Boston. 


. There is some hope yet for the Water- 
town Annexationists. In the Senate on 
Wednesday, on motion of Senator Morse, 
the report made by the committee of towns 
on the petition, granting tho petitioners 
leave to withdraw, was taken from tho 
table and referred to the committee on 
cities. There is certainly no Beverly busi- 
ness about this matter, and whichever way 
it is decided, no members will be bribed.

Notice to Owners or Keepers of Dogs 


The attention of nil owner* or keeper* of dog* in 
*<Aid city is called to', tlie provisions of the public 
statutes requiring them to bo licensed on or before 
the 30th day of April in each year. Extract from 
the Public Statutes, Chapter 102: 

Section 80. "Every owner or keeper of a dog of 
three months old or over, Hindi annually on or be- 
fore the thirtieth day of April, cause it to be regis- 
tered, numbered, described and licensed for one 
yearfioiu tlie first clay of the ensuing May, in the 
office of the clerk of the city or town wherein said 
dog i* kept, and shall eauwe it to wear a collar dis- 
tinctly marked with Us owner’* name and its regis- 
tered number." 

Section 81. "An owner of n dog may at any time 
have it licensed until the first day of tho ensuing 
May and n person becoming the owner and keeper 
of a dog artertlie Hrn cl ly of May l ni>t duly licensed, 
shall cause It to be registered, numbered, described 
and licensed, u* provided in the preceding sec- 
tion. " 

Section 82. "The fee for every license shall be 
two dollars for a male dog ami five dollars fur a fe- 
male dog." 

Section 87. "Whoever kreps a dog contrary to 
the provisions of this chapter shall forfeit fifteen 
dollars, five dollars of which shall be paid to the 
complainant, and ten dollars to the treasurer of 
tho co inty in which the dog is kept." 

Chapter 2U2, Act* 1885. 

Any owner or koeper of a dog not duly licensed 
which becomes three month* old after the thirtieth 
dny of April in any year shall whenever it i* three 
month* old cau*e it to lie registered, numbered, de- 
scribed and licensed until the first day of the ensu- 
ing May a* provided in section 80 of chapter one 
hundred and two of the Public Statutes, ami shall 
cause it to wear around its neck a collar distinctly 
marked with it* owner'* name and it* registered 
number. 

All person* not com dying with these require- 
ments will no proceeded uguiunt os provided by 
law.

NEWTON SEVENTY YEARS A (JO. 

NO. 2. 

History record* that in the early settle- 
ment of Newton the nolectmen in laying 
out thoir road*, carried them only a* far 
west as the Upper Falla, believing, as 
they said, that no one would wish to go 
farther west titan the Charles River. In 
1815 the wilderness had heett explored' 
further than that, but the only public con- 
veyance to Boston was a stage coach which 
ran weekly from Needham, through New- 
ton, Brighton and Camhridgcport. Most 
people traveled in thoir own wagons or 
chaises, or on foot. Few, except doctors, 
went in the saddle, and thoy preferred the 
sulky, usually 

Brighton was even then a considerable 
.cattle market, probably of more importance 
than now, for there was no great west from 
which to draw unlimited supplies. 

Canibridgeport, boforu the days of the 
railroad, was a prosperous suburb of Bos- 
ton, where much business was done. Long 
strings of heavy wagons, drawn by four or 
six horses, came from Western Massachu- 
setts, New Hampshire and Vermont, load- 
ed w t’i|co n,pork, butter, choose, and other 
Now England produce. .For the accommo- 
dation of these teamsters, there wore great 
square stores at the port, tilled with such 
goods as the fanners required, with im- 
meuso barns and sheds attached. Here the 
wagons were put up, and the teamsters 
either sold thoir loads to these storekeep- 
ers, or walked into Boston for a better 
market. Then they loaded up for home 
with groceries and British goods— few 
American goods were made except, indeed, 
New England rum, which was consumed 
with patriotic ardor. 

During the war of 1812, when the Atlantic 
coast was so covered with British cruisers, 
thatonly swift privateers vontuied out, most 
of the trade between New Vork, Philadel- 
phia, Baltimore and Boston, was done by 
these big wagons. 1 have seen long liles 
of them laden with Hour passing our house. 
.Such transportation, of course, made Hour 
very dear, oven as high as 825 a barrel at 
some periods of the war. and only the 
wealthier people could afford to use it. 
Most people lived on brown-bread— ^ “Bye 
a ud Indian,” in Yankee dialect. As Dan- 
iel Webster said, so could say most of us, 
“My bonus are made of Indian corn.” 

These Hour wagons were called by the 
Federalists, which party was dominant in 
Massachusetts. “Madison's ships,” because 
Madison and his parly had imposed the 
embargo whi: h forbidding the roast trade, 
had called those wagons into use. As the 
great and principal industry of lhc New 
England and Middle States was ocean nav- 
igation. this embargo, which forbid our v 
sels to go t.» sea, lui uishe.s one of the m...._ 
admirable instances ol that policy which is 
called “biting oil' one’s own nose.” 

At one time during the war an attack 
was threatened on Boston, and all the men 
and boys, gentle and simple, turned out to 
work on the loriilicntions of the harbor. 
Our relative. Mr. Thomas Curtis, was a 
large importer of Russia sail cloth and 
hemp: and fearing that in ease of attack 
these goods so indispensable for ships 
might lie lost. Mr. Curtis sent many wagon 
loads of them to our house in Newton, 
whore our great garret and barn lolls wore 
HUed with “Russia and Ravens duck,” 
the peculiar odor of wh eh I can remember 
after the lapse of 7') years. 

However, either rhe strong earth works 
built by the Boston boys, or. a survival of 
the memories ot Bunker Hill. Uctciivd the 
Britons, and they sailed southward to Vir- 
ginia for an easier prey. 

Well do | remember the delight which 
tilled all heart*, when in August, IS12,('ap- 
tain Isaac Hull, in tlm, frigate Constitution, 
who had, not long imforc, been chased into 
port by a squadron ol seven ships of war, 
arrived in Boston, bringing the otlieers and 
crew of one of tne frigates of tbit squad- 
ron, eaptmed and destroyed bv him oh the 
island of Newtouudhuui. Few naval bat- 
tles have n reduced greater effect on the 
world, for it destroyed the belief iu Iiriti*h 
invincibility on the ocean, ami was follow- 
er! by many other naval victories. In 
reality it was not the Hist instance of Hie 
kind, for in the war of the Revolution Paul 
•lones had captured with a mixed crew of 
Americans and French, a British ship 
of force superior to his own. 

But that allair was not often mentioned 
by English historians, who iumished our 
literature. Captain Mull was a cousin ol 
m.v mother, and we were often invited on 
board his ship, ami to my youthful mind 
his position was one of the greatest among 
the world’s gifts. At that lime, as now, 
there were more captains than ships, ami 
Hull had the generosity to retire iu tavor 
of others. \Vm. Bn in bridge took com- 
mand ol the < oust ilution, ami captured in 
his next cruise, the Frigate Java. 

So many victories produced over con II- 
doiicc, ami we of Boston received a mortify- 
ing lesson in the capture of the American 
Frigate Chesapeake in Boston bay by the 
British Frigate Shannon, w hich affair took 
place almost in sight ot Long wharf:— our 

people were sided by the fact that the 

Shannon was not only the heavier ship, hut 
that she had a well trained crew : whereas, 
the crew of the < liesapeake were lately 
shipped, and w ere w holly untruinod # This 
might have excused Captain Lawrence 
from at once accepting the challenge, but 
he was a valiant min. mid taking the 
chances was killed in lhc battle, with most 
of his o Diet is. A young cousin of ours 
just Irom school. Jane s Ficcmaii Curtis, 
was a midshipman on board the Chesa- 
peake, ami was eat ried a prisoner to 1 1 a I i - 
in x . 

Tiie exultation in Loudon over this vic- 
tory was so great that it is said llie tower 
bells were rung, a thing only done on great 
occasions, like Waterloo. It proved. how- 
ever, almost a solitary mi. was in single 
ship combats during the war. .Most ol the 


ships in our small navy were captured dur- 
ing the war, but it was not ddne by single 
sltips, hut by two or more attacking one. 
The British comumnders had orders to 
take no chalices, but. to avail themsehas 
to tho utmost of their superior numbers. 
The Now England people were always op- 
posed to this war, which broke up 'their 
principal industries, na vagal ion and ihe 
iisheries; and when tho news of peace ennto ‘ 
in 1815, great were the rejoicings iu Massa- 
chusetts. Boston was illuminated, fireworks 
were shown on the Common, thanksgiving 
services were held in the churches, and 
commeiec revived. 

Although the main objects of the war 
were not accomplished, such as the eon- 
quest of Canada, and tho abandonment by j 
England of her audacious claim of the 
right to search American ships, and im- 1 
press our sailors, yet on the w hole theic 1 
were good results. First. the British found i 
tiie Americans such formidable antogonist* • 
on tiie ocean, that they practically gave up 1 
their right of search and impressment, and 1 
have never since attempted to exctciso it. i 

Secondly, the Americans were driven into ! 
manufactures by tho war. and thence arose ; 
tiie Protective system. 

Before thu war of 1812. we were depen- 
dant on foreigners for .most, goods con- 
sumed iu the l\ S., whether dry, wet. hard 
or soft, and the prices were ruled abroad. 
The coarsest cotton goods, poorer than those 
now sold for 5 cents per yard, sold here for 
HO cents. Common printed calico was 
worth 75 cents to §1.00 per yard, such ns 
now sells for 10 cents. 

Linen was generally used by those who 
could afford to pay a dollar a yard for their 
shirts. Flannels cost a dollar a yard and 
over. Broadcloth cost from ten to twehe 
dollars a yard. And as servant’s wages 
were only one-third of what now is paid. 

It took tiie wages of three months to 
enable a cook to buy a calico gown. As to j 
the silk attire in which Budget now m) j 
proudly walks, few of our American help I 
would ever hope to possess it. 

Tho carpet on the parlor door, the blank- j 
ct on the bed. the paper on the wail, and ' 
the paint on the door, the knife of the I 
school boy, and the sword borne by his | 
father on the 4th of July, the saw and ; 
hammer of the carpenter, and the line and 
the spa lo of the fanner, all came from Brit- j 
i-di factories and work shops. 

The very sign over the d:.or of the Jordan i 
St Marsh of 1815. showed this dependence, 
for it read. “British and India Goods.” 
Before the Protective system went 
into effect, tho fanners of New England | 
were poor men. Even in Newton, to which ' 
the neigh oring town of Boston afforded a . 
market, the houses were unpaiiited, the 
burns and fences old and shabby, and much J 
of tho land was waste, if not covered with 
wood. Its price ranged from 850 to 8100 . 
per acre, and as you receded from the ! 
Capitol, its poverty increased. The present j 
inhabitants of Newton cannot realize its ! 
changes, which have taken place in the ap- : 
peimincu of this region, even within thirty : 
years. Much less those since 1815, and 
perhaps there is reason for calling that war 
of 1812, The Second War of Independence.

ton it Albany railroad corporation lias no right to 
interfere with their pence of mind by conceding 
anything that might proximutelv induce those 
‘•dreadful I ri«di,” you know, to ride on this road 
instead of the other. "Let ns then he up and 
doing.”

When such property is situ- 
ated in two or in r<! places, or when a recorded 
mortgage includes for one sum two or more estm s 
or parts of mi e.-tate, nn estimate of the 
nmniint of t lit* mortgagee's Interests in each estate 
or part of nn estate shall lie given in such state- 
ment. The Assessors shall, from such ncatement 
or otherwise, ascertain the proportionate parts of 
such estates that are the iiileicsis of mortgagees 
ami mortgagors, respectively, and shall assess the 
sanm. Whenever, in any cose of mortgaged Real 
Estate, a statement is not brought in as herein pro- 
vided, nn tax for tlio then current year on such real 
estate shall lie invalidated for the reason that a 
mortgagee's interest therein has not been assessed 
to him.

They 
use 1U batteries, and after being e barged 
they run from 14 to 1(1 hours. The success 
of this system is so satisfactory that the 
railroad intends to erect a power plant this 
fall and use the waste cinders from loco- 
motives for luel. In a few years electric 
lights will he used on all railroads its a 
matter of safety. In ease of accident if the 
lamps are broken the light goes out and in 
no ease can it set the car on lire. 

— Interesting services was held at the 
Chaunitig Sunday School session last Sun- 
day, the occasion being the presentation to 
the school of a handsome engraving of 
Dole’s famous painting, “Christ leaving 
the Praetorium,” the gift of Mr. Robert

AN ElfTHt'SI A STIC MEETING OF PltOMINE.W 
CITIZENS AT CITY HALL. 

Last Saturday evening a number of promi- 
nent citizens decided to issue a call for St 
meeting of citizens interested in retaining 
Mr. E. II. Cutler as head master of tli£ 
Nowton High School, and on Monday circu- 
lars to that effect signed by Rev. Amos B. 
Lawrence, Mr. A. D. S. Bell, Hon. John CL 
Park, Mr. William E. Sheldon, Rev. Wulcot£ 
Calkins, Rev. F. B. llornbrooke, Dr. Lincoln! 
R. Stone, Dr. J. F. Frisbie, Mr. Warren ]$< 
Tyler, Rev. Henry G. Spaulding. Mr. A. R, 
Mitchell, Mr. George Linder, Dr. F. E. Crock", 
ett, Rev. II. J. Patrick, Rev. F.iyett® 
Nichols, Mr. J. H. Nickerson, Mr. U. 
Sturgis Potter, Mr. C. F. Eddy, and others, 
were distributed. In spite of the short 
notice City Hall was crowded on Tuesday 
evening with an audience repiesenting 
every ward in the city, aud composed of 
the leading citizens of Newton. Such a 
generous and popular response sut prised 
even the most sanguine, an other engage- 
ments for the evening seemed to have betfn 
laid aside, tlie object of the meeting being 
evidently considered the most important 
one that could engage the attention of those 
interested in tlie welfare of the Higfc 
School. 

The meeting was called to order by Mu 
George Linder, who read the call, and Kete, 
Amos E. Lawrence was nominated lor 
chairman, and Mr. D. W. Farquhar as 
secretary. 

Mr. Lawrence was received with entlim-t- 
as.ic applause as lie m •unted the platform, 
and on taking the cluur lm said that the 
meeting had not been called to discuss the 
question of whether it was wise to 
have a High School, as for more than a 
quarter of a century it had been in success- 
ful operation, aud all the citizens felt justly 
proud of it. it had taken a trout rank 
with the four or live best training schools 
of the country. We have met here not as 
trieuds of any one man, hut to consider 
first the well ate of this school, which we 
all love for its past successes, aud for what 
it promises in the luture We do not love 
the head master less, hut the school muity. 
A grave mistake seems about to be made, 
which will jeopardize the welfare of the 
school. It is said that Mr. Cutler 1ms re- 
signed. and if this is tru* , there is suit 
Something for us to do. It is admit ted 
that the primary element in the success of 
a school is its stability; to do tlie hist work 
the teacher must he acquainted with ins 
scholars, and tlie scholars must be acquaint- 
ed with and have confidence in their teach- 
er. We are here to express ourjudguieut* 
hut it is not for us to decide, as you have 
appointed a school boatd, and given them 
your confidence. But it is certainty proper 
that we should aid them by expressing .air 
| views of vviiat is best lor the school, ami 
| the sentiment of a meeting like this will 
; give valuable aid to the school committee. 

| Complaints are made against Mr. Cotier, 
j hut as far as we can learn they do not im- 
| put*! any lack ot moral diameter to him, 

| (applause); no lack of suavity ami self con- 
trol; it is supei fiotts to say that there i-* not 
; a w hisper ot any lack ui scholarship; there 
I is no question among those oppose i to him 
ot any lack of ability to impart ki o v ledge. 
But what aie the grave latilts foinm in uiiu? 
it is said that theic is a lack of discipline 
i in the school, without w hich no school can 
prosper.

. Councilman Chadwick reported an order 
appropriating $18.81) to pay Ann E. Bars- 
tow. administrator of the estate of Eliza 
W. Cushing, for interest on over-collected 
taxes. The order was passed. 

TIIE STREET LIGHT COMMITTEE 
reported through Councilman Bed path, in 
regard to the lighting of the streets of the 
city. They had received proposals from 
the Newton A Watertow n Gas company for 
the lighting of TOG gas lamps, from sunset 
*tzll o’clock, on the moon schedule, and the 
company ottered to do the work for 817.75 
per year, per post : or it they received an 
exclusive contract, they would do the work 
for $15 per lamp. The Gloho Gas Light 
company olTeied to light the lamps from 
HUnsct to sunrise, with a live foot burlier, 
for $*14.40, or with a four foot limner for 
$1.'1.20. Or they would light the present 
gas lamps with a live foot burner. and the 
kerosene ones with a four foot hurner, at 
an average of 80 80. The Newton Electric 
Light and Power company offered to fur- 
nish 71 arc lights, to burn all night, for 
GO cents a night, <m the moon schedule, and 
on additional nights when ordered, at the 
same piiee. The same company offered to 
furnish 700 incandescent lights, on a three 
years contract, -400 to l.o of 25 candle 
power, and .’to.) of 2J candle power, to burn 
until 12 o clock, for 8 1 5 per year, and also 
to light tlic present oil lamps at 8 in. .70 per 
year. The committee recommended that a 
contract be made with the Newton Electric 
fcglit company, for both arc and incandes- 
cent and oil iight on the above terms. They 
Mere satisfied that the company could do 
tiie work satisfactorily, and lurnisli an im- 
provement on the present gas lamps. They 
had investigated the subject. of incandes- 
cent lights, and last week visited Portland, 
where the Edison Municipal Incandescent 
la -.oi company of that city is lighting the 
city and giving great satisfaction. The re- 
port was accepted and Mr. Kedpit’.li gave 
notice that lie should introduce an order 
4atcr. 

OTHEIt MATTERS. 

On motion of Mr. Tyler an order was 
.jnissed appropriating .8(100 for the care and 
improvement of Fal low Park the present 
year. 

Councilman Moody presented an order 
authorizing the public property committee 
to expend 85t» in painting the New ton side 
of the foot-bridge at Lower Falls, to be 
charged to miscellaneous expenses. 

This caused quite a debate and the his- 
tory of the bridge, built after the freshet a 
year ago, by Wellesley, and Sd'Mi coutrihut* 
■cd by the city council, was gone over. The 
Wellesley side has been painted red. and 
tLe Now ton side is an eye-soie in its pres- 
ent - condition. Mr. Gore announced that 
J)r. Crohorc had stated that he had taken 
care of the 8t»ii balance owed the courract- 
•or by Lower Falls people. It was finally 
decided to vote the sum needed as a con- 
tribution, to be expended by the citizen's

Councilman Ucdputli presented Hie now 
famous order for electric lights, making a 
Contract for 71 arc lights from .lime I. issp, 
to June 1, ISMS, of not less that) 1. 200 can- 
dle power, to lie lighted all night on the 
moon schedule, at a cost not to exceed at) 
cents r*. night. 

11.; stated lor the intoi uiulioii of the coun- 
cil that t he meeting of the committee lust 
ive.ek had been attended by the president 
ca the L .is company and its attorney, amt 
the committee hail listened to instructions 
from them as to how (lie city should have 
its streets lighted. President Bacon had 
b'*cn asked ii his company would light Too 
Limps at 815 each, and lie had replied ■•yes, 
it dial is all tlm street lighting the city 
does." At tin* suggestion of the company's 
attorney, he had said, “hut it you make a 
Contra *. with the Electric Light company, 
we shall have to charge you 817.75 per 
limp." The negotiations between the 
company tmd the < las company thou closed. 
The committee had m eiu d several other 
bids, including one from the Newton Elec- 
tric Light company for incandescent lamps. 
Tncy resolved t«» do nothing until they had 
investigated incandescent lights, which 

R wittitp-scd in Portland, and so they had 
luU a visit to tli at city. They had found 
lierc lights of !i’J and lit candle power, and 
ll.-so arc lights.

$2.25 per thousard to 82, but it still was 
aide to pay a Id per cent dividend and lay 
up a large surplus. The 10 eandle power 
incandescent light, was equal to a live foot 
gas hunter, with gas ot IS eandle power. 
The Newton Electric Light company would 
liunisli incandescent lights of 20 and 25 
candle power at 815 per year per post, and 
lie bad made this explanation so that the 
council could see that the city could he 
lighted even better than at present, inside 
*»i the appropriation. The <•;»- company 
had tried t<» In lug to hear additional pres- 
sure upon the committee, by stating that 
they could not nffnid to reduce the price to 
piivatceonsiimeis.il they lo.-.t 210 lamps. 
These lamps would only take away 81,200 
from tluir net. income, and lie presented 
figures to show* that even if they lost this 
they could still continue in business and 
pay' 20 to 24 per cent, on the capital invest- 
ed. The Gas company had tried to i n.l- 
doze the commit lee and through them the 
city government. 

Sir. Ty ler asked if the committee had re- 
ceived any intimation from Mr. Bacon that 
the Gas To. would meet the committee half 
way and compromise on a sum in excess of 
815. 

Mr. Ibdpath said he had not. the Gas 
company must have all or it would give no 
reduction. 

Mr. Gore said that he did not Hatter him- 
self that anything he could say would have 
any effect, and he then protested against 
the wasteful and extravagant policy of 
using electric lights, or having lights after 
12 o'clock. Portland and other cities were 
compact, and could not be compared to 
Newton; this contract was only the begin- 
ning of extravagance. and meant large ad- 
ditional expenditures in years to come. 

Mr. Burr said lie was glad to bear this 
bugbear brought, up. that the contract was 
only the beginning of great extravagance, 
it was entitled to no weight whatever, 
and implied that future committees and 
future inemheis of the city government 
could not lie trusted, and that we arc the 
only wise members who will he elected to 
represent the city. He thought future 
tuembcis of the city government would 
have as much common sense as the present 
members, and that the citizens were able to 
choose representatives who would represent 
them creditably. The present contract 
seemed to him a moderate and cautious 
one, and the city did only as any man 
would do, who would increase Iiis style of 
living in proportion to tin* increase of his 
income. The valuation of the city was in- 
creasing yearly.and it could afford to spend 
more. Electric Lights were useful and 
better than gas, and he approved of using 
them. Additional lights were needed be- 
cause the population was increasing, and 
streets were being built up, and the ad- 
ditional income more than paid for the im- 
provements. As this order was now mak- 
ing what he hoped was its last appearance, 
he wished to say a word in favor of the 
street light committee, and the interest and 
energy it had shown in doing all :t could 
for the eitv. He thought it had labored 
with a single eye to the city's inteiest. 

Mr. Kennedy differed Iroin i he last speak- 
er; he thought the city should go slow in 
increasing its expenditures, as it had a del t 
of 8l5n.uuo.and it must soon have sewerage 
which would cost at least two and a half 
millions. He was opposed to naptha 
lamps, as they were not as good as gas. 
If the committee can assure us that they can 
furnish a light as good as gas and keep 
within the appropriation, he would vote 
for the order. It was a mistake to think

tlmt tho valuation wan iitmMising no rapid- 
ly; it was increased last year because tlirco 
tnillionares had died, hut their property 
was now divided and most of it was dis- 
tributed outside of tin* city. 

Mr. Hedpath said that if tho member 
from Ward 7 had listened to the committee s 
report, he would have seen tlmt the com- 
mittee could keep within tho appropria- 
tion and turuisb a light that was bettor 
tltau g.is. $1200 of the appropriation would 
bo lett to provide for additional lamps, and 
other expenses. The arc lights would 
leave a lariat number of Limps tor use else- 
where. As for the statement that lights 
were not needed after midnight, the chief 
of tiie tire department hud told him that 
between midnight and daylight it was 
dangerous for a tire company to go from 
any station on Washington sheet to Newton 
Corner, as heavy teams with their driveis 
asleep, were then coming out of Boston in 
the dai kuess, and the giu.Ucst care had to 
be taken to prevent collisions. 

Councilman Fiskc asked if the order 
committed the council to the use of iueaii* 
descent lights, lie did not propose lo have 
the gas company ignored altogether, and 
should refuse to vote for the older it such 
was the case. 

Mr. UcJpath said that as incandescent 
lamps were a new tiling, the committee 
had decided not to report an order in re- 
gard to them, hut would let the members 
think the matter over. If the present 
order had been passed at the last. meeting, 
he thought there would have been no dilli 
cully in making a contract with the Gas 
Company at $b‘> per lamp. 

Mr. Gore presented more 11 "tires to show 
that tho committee could not keep inside 
of the appropriation. and insisted on count- 
ing in tin: "as lamps at $ 17.7o each. 

Mr. Chadwick said the committee came 
up here and giiiimnieeied that they could 
keep within their appropriation, and ii they 
did not do so the council couid take it out 
of them, lie would be willing, lor one, to 
stand bv them and help i lie in out. As for 
sewerage, when the time canto wc would 
have it, and wo would be able to pay for it 
too. The council seemed to have confi- 
dence in other committees. It accepted 
the recommendations of the water board, 
for instance, and voted thousands of dol- 
lars away without question. He did not 
kno*w why the street light committee were 
unworthy of coulider.ee. The gas com- 
pany had taken advantage of this fee. in" 
and tried to bulldoze the committee, and 
force terms upon them, if it were his 
private business, he would not patronize 
the gas company after its action, even if he 
had to use caudles. 

Mr. Burr said the members were sent to 
the council to represent their constituents; 
there had been a large number of requests 
fot electric lights and not a single rcinnu- 
strance. A member should represent his 
constituents fairly when no question ol 
conscience was involved, and obey their 
wishes rather than his own. 

Mr. Uecd asked if the people of Chest- 
nut Hill were not opposed to electric lights 
and instanced Hammond sticet. 

Mr. Burr said Hammond street was only 
a country road, with very little tiavel up- 
on it at night, but if there had been a pro- 
posal to place electric lights on Beacon 
street, it would have met with unanimous 
approval. 

Alter more desultory remarks from 
various members, including Mr. Gore, who 
thouglfehis figures ought to receive atten- 
tion, debate was shut off by moving the 
previous question, and a yea and vote was 
taken, only Mjssrs. Gore and Heed voting 
in tin; negative, the vote standing 11 to 2. 
To prevent any recurrence of debate upon 
the much discussed question, Mr. Fisko 
moved that the order be reconsidered, 
adding that he hoped his motion would 
not prevail, and it did not. 

On motion of Councilman Fiskc $227 was 
appropriated for tnu purchase of a horse 
for hose carriage No 1, after which the 
couuc'l adjourned. 


Gen. Francis A. Walker does not 
share in the anxiety which finds pretty free 
expression in scientific and literary quar- 
ters, touching the spread of socialistic 
ideas. In an article to be published in 
the Forum for May he draws a clear line of 
distinction between “tho socialist)-,” the 
terrible fire-eaters who would wreck, pillage, 
and destroy all civilization, and who are 
simply to be treated with the club or tho 
strait-jacket, or on occasion wilh ihc rope; 
and the advocates of a form of government 
more or less socialistic, men who believe 
that a government is best employed in pro- 
moting, in every fair and feasible way, tho 
good of the governed. 


“.Jr anita,” tho novel written by the late 
Mrs. Horace Mann, has a melancholy inter- 
est, and had it been published soon after 
the events described, it would have made a 
great sensation. But at this late day it is 
diflicult to have any deep feeling over 
the wrongs which have ceased to exist. 
Tho book treats of slavery in Cuba, as seen 
by the writer in l&kl, while on a visit to 
friends there, and it is dreadful and revolt- 
ing enough. Tho book can hardly *ho 
called a novel, as the story is of the most 
fragmentary character, and it is not very 
cheerful reading. 

The President Touched. 

Several months ago a touching missive 
chanced to reach the President's eye, says 
the New York Herald. 1 1 s simple plead- 
ing touched a sympathetic chord in the 
President's heart. The little miss hogged 
the retention of her father, a Republican, 
on Hut board of medical examiners in the 
New England town in which their home 
was located. She said he was very old, 
and dying of an incurable disease. The 
position paid him a salary of about $120J a 
year, anil in view of the fact that lie could 
no longer practice his profession, the fore- 
going sum was t heir only source of income. 
The letter included naively in tiiese words: 

"Papa must not know about tills. It 
must be a secret between you and me. If 
you decide to keep him, mark an X on the 
back of the enclosed postal card, and then 
1 will know that you arc going to grant my 
wish.” 

Tho President sent the letter and en- 
closure t i Commissioner of Pensions B ack, 
wiili ibis endorsement: 

"If there are no charges against tho ex- 
aminer in question, you will oblige me by 
retaining him in his present position.” 

Gun. Black investigated tho matter, and 
found that the examiner was not an old 
man. but, on Hie contrary, a lusty young 
fellow scarcely thirty years of age, and 


that so far from having “a little girl only 
ten years of age,” he was not even mar- 
ried. 

The telegraph after this couldn't, carry 
his dismissal uuio.k enough to him. and 
since that time letters from little girls wlm 
write without their papa's knowledge are 
incontinently destroyed as “fakes” pure 
and simple.

Tito High School committee can not com- 
plntultliat thoy'clo not know the sentiments 
of prominent, citizens in regard to the 
work.and influence of Mr. Culler, or that, 
the fathers anil mothers of pupils ilo not 
take yll intelligent interest, in the school; 
inch an enthusiastic demonstration in favor 
of n pjnblie school teacher is almost unpre- 
cedented. and proves the worth of the 
teacher as nothing else could have done. 

Tluj names of the citizens who took part 
?n tin) citizens’ meeting are alone sufficient 
to cause tho school board to listen to their 
views! with respect, ami it is to be hoped 
that prejudice will not be allowed to tri- 
umpliVpver intelligence. 

We present in this issue one siTe of tin 
£ase. and there seems to be no o her s ,e, 
as tho objections so far undo panic are 
hardly mtit c l to serious consideration. 
Perhaps there may be some dreadful ob- 
jections not yet declared, but so far none j 
have, been hinted at. In a letter from Mr. j 
PhilUrick, objecting to the editorial in last : 
wcekfs Graphic, and which was received | 
too lAto for insertion, he only says that i 
there is a wide difference of opinion among j 
tho school committee as to Mr. Cutler’s i 
merits, That the case *‘h is be'*n under dis- j 
cussion for two years or more,” and he . 
adds: “How far Mr. Cutler’s popularity 
among the young people may be duo to 
on wise indulgence at the expense of good 
order and high moral tone in the school is 
a grave question.” We have quoted these 
.Statements as they arc the only tangible ob- 
jections •coming from Mr. Cutler’s oppo- 
nents. 

It will bo news to most citizens that the 
matter has been under discussion for two 
years or more, and if it had been known, it 
would have had .10 important effe 1 upon 
flic last election of school committeemen. 
The charge of over-indulgence comes, we 
HYe informed, from the fact that when some 
<tf the assistant teachers lose their tempers 
andimposo unjust punishments, Mr. Cutler, 
who never loses his self-control, has, after 
sen impartial investigation of the .facts, cor- 
rected the injustice done and reprieved 
flic innocent. This is hardly an olTcucc 
that calls for the removal of Mr. Cutler, 
bowevar. The truth is that school children 
JOc much more • < judges of cliaraeter 

thou their elders, and a teacher never at- 
tains populaiityin the school room with- 
out good ar. l sufficient reasons. Any weak 
indulgence or inefficiency would be fatal to 
9 teacher, especially among the better class 
of pupils, and it is tin most earnest 
students in the school who have tho high- 
est regard for Mr. Cutler. This fact is very 
frigmiicnnt, and we commend it to the atten- 
tion of the school board.

Mr. Cutler was thought a particularly 
scholarly and modest gentleman, and he 
was greatly respected for bis moral char- 
acter. To remove such a man is 1111 out- 
rage upon your High School.” 

Professor \V. K. Huntington. Dean of the 
Boston 1’niversity says: 

“I wish to express inv hearty apprecia- 
tion of Principal K. II. Cutler’s work in the 
Newton High School as judged by tbc grad- 
uates who have come to the Boston Univer- 
sity from Ids discipline. They give evi- 
dence of thoroughness in their preparatory 
training, and have made such a record in 
their college work as indicates that they 
were well grounded and taught in High 
School work. There /teems to be no reason 
wbv Mr. Cutler should not be continued in 
the position which In* tills with so much 
ability and success.” 

Another gentleman, a ProtTessor. says: 

“I have always regarded him as one of 
the very best teachers in New England.” 

Mr. Lawrence closed his speech, which 
was often interrupted by applause, by apol- 
ogizing tor its length, Imt it was a matter 
-Mvhich so vitally concerned the welfare Df 
the High School, in which he felt so deep 
an interest, that lie said he felt bound to 
deliver himself of bis own feelings on tho 
matter. 

MU. GEORGE LINDKU 

was called upon and said that after the 
ground had been so ably gone over, be 
found it difficult to touch upon any new* 
point He had gone to a good deal of trouble 
and spent much time in trying to justify 
t lie removal of Mr. Cut ley. There were no 
complaints in regard to Mr. Cutler’s own 
discipline, but it was saia that tho dis- 
cipline of some of his subordinates was 
not perfect. And it was said that lie had 
failed to report this lack of discipline, but 
this only showed him to be an exceedingly 
sensitive and generous minded man. Tho 
visiting committee and superintendent ap- 
pointed these teachers, and it is their duty 
to know all about them. If «hey are not 
all they should l»e, why have the superin- 
tendent and the visiting committee re- 
appointed them year alter year*.’ It is not 
wise to place the power of reporting sueli 
things in the hands of the head blaster, as 
the power might fall into bad hands. A 
man who can stand by himself, 'preserve 
his dignity and self control, and accomplish 
what Mr. Cutler does with such assistants, 
will be praised by every fair mind, d man ami 
woman for bis generous course towards 
them, instead of being found fault, with. 
We have an immense school system, and 
great power is placed in the hands of a few. 
In Newton there are *20 school houses, with 
pupils, and a High .School with 4~>o 
scholars and 11 teachers. There is a vast 
amount of ground for 14 men to go over, 
and tbc division into committees reduces 
the power to cover the ground well. If 
power is taken out of the hands of the 
bead master t<» choose Jiis assistants, and 
ltis time is fully taken up with recitations, 
it is unfair to hold him responsible for what 
takes place in other rooms. There are 
many complaints in regard to the crowded 
condition of the High School, and yet the 
school committee allows outsiders to come 
] in by paying a small tuition fee. Has the 
' school committee any right to crowd our 
own scholars, for the benetit of outsiders 
Another thing is that, scholars are allowed 
to attend the High School on vecommemia- 
I t ion of the superintendent. who have failed 
, to pass the requisite examination. A 
| great burden is thus added to tho school, 
I which lias to carry these unprepared pupils 
along: the superintendent and the 
committee should he more careful in weed- 
ing out 1 he school. and not allow established 
mlcs to lie abused. This may seem foreign 
! to the question before us, but it shows that 
there are well grounded complaints to be 
brought onjthc other side. All the complaints 
brought acainst Mr. Cutler are of such a 
petty and far fetched nature, that they 
| furnish no reason for the removal of such 
an able and efficient teacher, and so up- 
right a man. (Applause.)

If tho 
pupils came out fairly well equipped fm 
the work of life or lor college, it was all 
that could be asked. If Mr. Cutler is not 
entirely satisfactory, why net talk with 
him. be will listen to advice. If wo make 
a change we may get a mail with worse 
faults. There is need of greater security 
of tenure in our school system. We can 
not expect to get self-respect lug men and 
women as teachers, it they are to lose their 
places at the whim of somebody who 
happens to he in power. School teachers 
have even less rights than a policeman, as 
the latter is not discharged without a full 
and lair investigation of any complaints 
brought again»t him. We should show other 
cities, that in Newton we treat our teachers 
decently, mid don't stall them in the hack, 
and send them iulo the waoldw ith a smirch 
upon them because the opposition to him 
bad happened to get a majority of the 
school committee. A school committee 
man is the creation of popular breath, but 
lie is not above t|u- people. As great a

When asked to attend here, I said I 
can’t say anything about the controveisy, 
but if you want me to say how much 1 es- 
teem and respect Mr. Butler, 1 can make an 
extempore speech without any preparation, j 
Let the people ray what they think and 
the school committee will have to listen. 1 
have visited many prominent colleges, and j 
I find that the certificate of the Newton 
High School is received in a number in 
Tien of an examination. There are only ; 
three or four schools, among them t he Bos- : 
ton Latin, of whom this can be said. We 
cannot pick up a Waterhouse or a Cutler 
every day, as such men arc hard to find. It j 
is no easy thing to li ml a teacher of Mr. 
Cutler’s classical ability, or of his standing 
as an author, as an editor of classical 
works, and iu the colleges ho is looked upon 
as an authority in the subjects taught by 
him. There is no need to say anything of 
liis ability to rouse enthusiasm among his 
pupils, as this meeting is an evidence "t 
that. I found that Mr. Cutler’s opinions 
on classical subjects were quoted with re- 
spect in Germany. In a time of a recent 
election dispute I prayed that, the commis- 
sion would decide wisely, and oue of my 
parishioners found fault with me and said 
that lie prayed that they would choose 
Haves for President. The attendants at 
this meeting were prepared to make quite 
as pointed a petition ill regard to tlie school 
board. (Applause.) 

mil .f. r. 1». FISK I'., 

a recent graduate of the school, and a pupil 
at the Institute of Technology, was called 
on and said that tho alumni felt a deep in- 
terest in the school, and their opinion of 
Mr. Cutler was of value; they all felt: great 
respect for him as a man, and appreciated 
his work as a teacher; they (all hoped lie 
would bo retained. As they went, away to 
colleges and tlie institute, they failed to de- 
tect any Haws in his teaching. They knew 
that some of the lower teachers did not 
suppoitMr. Cutler as they should, hut he 
should not be blamed lor their tailings. 
Some of the teachers on whom he ought to 
be able to rely were not in sympathy with 
him. At the Institute, graduates of the 
Newton High School always took a high 
rank, and felt thoroughly well prepared. If 
lie leaves it will he a great loss to the 
school. All his pupils appreciated his good 
qualities as a man and a teacher. 

Mil. LAWRENCE 

asked Mr. Fiske if ho had ever known a 
pupil ot the school who did not appreciate 
and speak well of Mr. Cutler. After a mo- 
ment's consideration, Mr. Fiske said lie 
had not. 

KKV. FRANCKS TIFFANY 
said it was little short of a scandal to turn 
ailiilt a man of such culture and attain- 
ments. The testimony of Mr. Fiske was of 
great value and worth all the rest that had 
been given. Men of Mr. Cutler's stamp 
were rare in this world. He unquestion- 
ably inspired bis pupils with an enthus- 
iastic love of knowledge. We mav get in 
his place a rigid martinet, who will make 
mere wooden machines of his pupils, hut 
inspire them witli no love of study, lie 
would rather have a seho d with a good 
deal of noise and some inspiration, than 
a thousand martinets as teachers without 
it. 1 hope the expressions of this meet- 
ing will he carefully considered by tlie 
I school board. (Applause.)

1 1 is discipline in bis own room was 
excellent, but in the lower rooms there was 
a lick, owing to* several causes, among 
them the over-crowded condition of the 
rooms, bad ventilation, and the teachers 
having both to hear recitations and oversee 
the studies of 40 or .70 pupils. There would 
have been no need of this meeting if every 
mother and father would visit the school 
occasionally. The only wonder was that 
in the present condition of the school tlie 
discipline was as good as it was. 

MIL THOMAS WESTON, .III., 
made a very enthusiastic speech in favor of 
Mr. Cutler, irnd said lie was surprised at 
the strong hold he had upon bis pupils. 
One of the provisions of the city charter 
was. he thought, that the City Hail 
could always be used for meetings, and 
that the unanimous voice of citizens should 
always be beaded by the city officials, lie 
was heartily in faibir of the resolutions and 
he hoped Mr. Cutler would be prevailed 
upon to witjidraw bis resignation. Every 
citizen ot Newton feels pro ml of her High 
School, and they do not wish to sec its 
standard lowered. He overheard a pupil 
say recently, that a question was never put 
to Mr. Cutler on any subject, to which he 
did not have a correct and satisfactory re- 
ply ready. If wo let such a man go we shall 
make a grave mistake.

Civil Service Reform Association held April

Haskell, 
Hon. Robert R. Bishop, Rev. Increase N.

Tolman; directors, 
Thomas B. Fitz, F. F. Raymond. 2d, Ed- 
ward P. Rond and II E. Bothreld.

Resolved, That the civil service rules 
Should be extended, as soon, and as far, as 
practicable to other offices than those hav- 
ing 50 or more clerks, and to other depart- 
ments of the public service. 

Resolved. That all acts which limit the 
term of office to four years, should he re- 
pealed— as inconsistent with the principle, 
that the tenure of office should depend 
solely on good conduct and efficiency. 

Resolved, That the Senate of thounited 
States, when deciding upon the approval 
-or rejection of nominees for public office 
should conduct its deliberations in open 
session, that the public may know the rea- 
sons which influence its decisions.

YEZO. 

LETTER FROM TIIK I. A I K REV. * . II. CALPK.V- 
TKIC. 

[From ••The Manhunt,” Chicago,] 

“is anybody expecting you over there?” , 
asked a good Methodist house-builder, 1 
j looking on as we were strapping the last of 
j our boxes for their long voyage via Loudon. 
Shanghai. Yokahama and Hakodate “No," 
ui- replied, and we might have added tiutli- 
, fully, that A would ihuko no soit < f differ* 
cue.-, wlielhei* wo were expected or not. 
The Hod who sent us could and did prepare 
l >r us kind and lielptul friends at evuiy 
st a,'- ot the journey. In Hakodate, Mr. 
(jurat, a inis-ioi.aiy of the "Disci, des, * 
kiin.ly often d to accompany us the last 
s age, and do what, lie count to get two 
dumb foreigners established in a Japanese 
town, where no foreigners had ever lived 
. i cinie. Ilis expei mice ami knowledge of 
the language were ot great help to us 
during tho week which we icmaiiud. At 
I the end of that time Wo found on, selves in 
pleasant relations with a eiiclu of choice 
Japa 'c.<u friends, and in possession of a 
j cheaply constructi d, but rather comfort- 
able Japanese house, tweiily-ouc Let 
j square, with a small ki«rln n‘ and stoic 
house adjoining. For ilio use of the house 
i ami gau.eu and a good well, we ;;y 
not quite six dollars a month. 

1 o.i r cook and man of all work, who came 
i with us from Hakodate, speaks about two 
! dozi n words of English, and understands 
i as many more perhaps. In view of tbs 
, and otlu r accomplishments we must pi y 
him ah u ten doliuis a mouth without 
loud. t is surmising how much comfort 
c ui bo extracted from the narrowest qua i- 
furs, and Imw many necessary ideas can be 
com eyed through a still nai'lower voeilu- 
lary, when one is absolutely con lined to 
such limitations. For the ‘list nine days 
we lived on the best Japanese lure, in the 
best hotel in Neimuo at flfty cents a day 
' each. Two or three days alter we had re- 
moved to our own hired bouse, u stranger 


called. He wns in English dress, but could 
speak but one English word, "Christian.” 
lie soon snied a Japanese bvmn book on 
my table, be turned to the hymn with t lie 
English heading, •‘Jesus loves me this 1 
know.” and then to another; with Ids 
speaking eye it was not difficult to under- 
stand him. Before bis depaituie lie 
dropped on his knees and offered a brief 
but fei vent pvavei . We were deeply moved. 
Ii turned out that be was an officer in the 
government service, and a nu mber of the 
Piesbyterinn church in Hakodate, with ids 
wife anil eldest son. At our invitation they 
met with us for worship the following 
Nnndny at 11 a. in. Tile service has been 
kept up in our little rooms ever since, the 
I urden of the si nice, preaching, praying 
and reading of the. scripture, tailing on this 
dear biotber. Our congregations vary from 
filter n to twenty persons. Our main busi- 
ness of course is to learn the Japanese 
language, but to our surprise welind our- 
selves able to do some religious work even 
now. 

Mrs. Carpenter linsa prayer meeting with 
tho Christian women weekly, also a meet- 
ing for little gills. Satimlay evenings we 
have a meeting for the piaetieeof Christian 
hymns, at which we have from twelve to 
twenty present. My organ cattle through 
in perfect condition and is a great help. 
Next week we hope to begin a Bible class 
for the study ot the life of Christ. Our 
visitors are numerous, and not. a few ot 
them seem to trust us as friends, and re- 
gard this little house as a Christian home, 
where they are always welcome. Two 
have spoken of baptism, and give credible 
testimony of n change of heart. One of 
t belli, a most amiable man of fllty-live, 
living on the nearest of the Ivnr lo Island: , 
lias been in the habit of reading the Scrip- 
tures for t line years. We And ready sate 
for New Test aments. In a word wo have 
found not only complete religious freedom 
bore, lint a most hearty welcome for our- 
selves personally from all classes, fiom the 
governor downward, and best ot all a wel- 
come for mi? message from an increasing 
number. N» muro is a rapidly growing 
town of b.OOO or 7JKH) inhabitants, tin- 
capital of Eastern Yezo amt the Runic 
Islands. 

As a centre for gospel work among the 
Ainos, and the Japanese oi this « astern 
anil iioithern half of the islands, it is by 
all odds the best. We would not nnive too 
fast We are surprised ourselves at the 
rapidity with which our plans are develop- 
ing under marked providential hailing.-. 
We have gone so tar as to pin eluise in tin- 
name of a trustworthy Japanese friend, 
the first Baptist mission compound in the 
Hokkaido. Through the unsolicited aid 
of a few personal tricuds at home, wo now 
possess an acre and tliieo quarters of choice 
land, including an cutiio squill e within 
two blocks of the principal government 
buildings in the best location f r our work. 
Next summer we hope with the Lord's help, 
to put up a mission-house oi moderate 
dimensions, but light and xvaini enough to 
protect us Irom the winter’s cold, and large 
enough to protect the infant church of 
Christ in Neniuro, until such time as the 
Christians shall be able to build a house of 
worship for themselves. We long to liegiii 
work for the Ainos. but we must wait until 
we have established a base of operations in 
this town, and until we shall have acquired 
some facility in the Japanese language. 
Meanw hile it is a satisfaction to us to know 
that Mr. Bateliclder, a lay missionary of the 
C. M. S.. *s bard at work in the westtru 
part of Yezo. as be has been doing unknown 
to us for three or four years. 

It is written that Coil’s people shall be 
“willing” in the day of bis power. When 
that day dawns, we may hope to see the 
waste places of heathenism dotted ill I over 
with “Hood Hope Missions.” (It may be 
said that the tei m “fiiitli mission” isopen 
to the suspicion of immodesty,) established 
in simple obedience and Hum, without the 
intervention of society machinery, by a 
multitude of men and women, consecrated 
soul and body and substance to the wotk 
of saving lost heathen. There are scores 
of Christians within the circle of my own 
acquaintance, wlio Luxe knowledge, training 
and property enough to carry them to just 
sueb needy fields sis this, and to suppoit 
them through a life of Imppy and most 
fruitful toil. Wbsii valid excuse can you 
ofTer.lieloved, for not volunteering for such 
blessed pioneer service. Na\ ! that is not 
it. Wluit excuse have you that will avail 
in that dread day xvhen the Lord eometh 
“to reckon with bis servants?” One may 
say that lie is “sloxv of speech,” another 
that lie is "a man of unclean lips.” others 
have excused themselves because they 
have not been to college, or because a 
prospective xxito did not wish to go 
Heaven foil id that in this, the lulness • 
time, individual Christians and individu 1 
churches should continue to sjiirk the 
grave responsibilities xxbieli our Savioi r 
laid upon each one of us in this matter of 
xvnrld-cvauirclizutiou. “The nii_* lit eometh 
wherein no man can work,” The day of 
rewards is at band. (’.

Tho attention of nil oxvnurs or keepor* of dogs in 
said city is called to the provisions of tho public 
statutes requiring thorn to he licensed on or before 
the .‘Kith dify of April in cnuli year. Extract from 
the PithHc Statutes, Chapter 10_»; 

Section 80. “Every oxvucr or keeper of a dog of 
three months old or over, shall annually on or be- 
fore the thirtieth day of April, cause it to be regis- 
tered, numbered, described and licensed for one 
year fiom the first dny of the ensuing .May, in the 
olDce of tho clerk of the city or town wherein said 
dog in kept, and shall cause it to xvear a cnllur dis- 
tinctly marked with its owner’s name and Its regis- 
tered number.” 

Section 81. “An oxvner of a dog inny at any time 
have it licensed until the Hist day of the ensuing 
May and a person becoming the owner and keeper 
of a dog alter the fl r» t d ly of May, not duly licensed, 
shall cause it to be registered, numbered, described 
ami licensed, as provided in the prcccdii g sec- 
tion.” 

Section f2. “The fee for every liceme shall be 
txvo dollars for a male dog and live dollars for a fo- 
mule dog.” 

Section h 7. “Whoever kreps a dog contrniy to 
the provisions of lids chapter shall forfeit lirtcen 
dollars, live dollars of which .••halt be paid to the 
complainant, and ten dollars to .the treasurer of 
tin* co mty in which the dog is kept.” 

Chapter 292, Acts jss. r ». 

Auy owner or keeper of a dog not duly license 1 
xvliich becomes three months old aHer the thirtieth 
day of April In any year shall whenever it is three 
uioiuhsold cause it to be registered, numbered, de- 
scribed and licensed until tho first d-y of the en-u- 
ing M ly as provided in section so of cliaiiter one 
hundred and two of the Public Statutes, and shall 
cause it to xvear around its neck a collar distinct l> 
marked with its oxvuer's name a id its registered 
nii'iiher. 

All persons not com dying with these require- 
ments xvill oe proceeded against as provided by 
law.

EASTER WEEK IN THE METROPOLIS. 


I had often heard how very delightful 
the Hotel Dam wax, and had determined 
tile very noxt time the fates should aeeord 
me the "privilege of a trip to New York to 
make this hotel my ‘headquarter*. I found 
it a paradise for ladies travelling alone, 
quiet, exclusive, with a most perfect 
restaurant, and excellent service. Here tor 
live dollars a day, one can have a nice little 
suite, a large sitting room, with alcove 
lied, bathroom, and one’s own entry. 
Should tiler?? he two or more in the party, 
they w ill arrange a folding l ed in the sit- 
ting room at flight, which can t e closed in 
the day time, and vuila your sitting room 
complete. 

After a most comfortable night, wo were 
awakened by a warm, bright sun, which in 
April is such a inrity with us. \Yo de- 
cided to spend the morning strolling about 
a little in the bright, gay streets, where 
llieio is always so much to see and interest 
one. Here, as in Paris, it always seems to 
me as if everyone spent most of the time 
in the streets, or in the charming parks. 
Feeling gayer and gayer at every step, the 
effect of the intoxicating buoyancy of New 
York air, we turned oursteps towards the 
“Academy of Design.” It is such a pity 
that we have no ••Academy” in Hoston, tor 
in mv estimation our “Art Club” is much 
too small. Here the light is most admir- 
ably arranged, almost all of the two or 
three hundred pictures having desirable 
positions. There is scarcely a poor picture 
in the exhibit, many, many lino ones, and 
some clwf d' oration. 

1 am afraid my good “reader” would 
tire of my enthusiasm, should I go into de- 
tails about all these paintings, and 1 shall 
content myself with the mention of two or 
three. 

.Several exquisite portraits pleased my 
fancy, one of a charming young lady in 
decollete black tulle gown, with a large 
bunch of Marshal Neil roses at her belt, 
veiled but not hidden by one of those ex- 
quisite gauze fans. The Hcsh tints weio 
extremely good, and the whole portinit 
most charming. As I looked into those 
coquettish brown eyes, 1 could almost 
hear the fascinating strains of the “Sir r, ’ 
and imagined for tiie moment that we two 
were- tripping the light lantastie b e at a 
cotillion at Delmonieo’s. Our Hoston artist, 
Frederick Vinton, has a most satisfactory 
portrait of Theodore Chase, which is strong 
in color, excellent in drawing, and dignilied 
in pose, a genial light shining fori li from 
the intelligent eyes 

Frank Millet is represented by two de- 
lightful pictures. “Spikenard” and “The 
Cliek of the Latch.” Moth of these lovely 
pictures you would like to own. grow fond 
of, and eiieiish. Such soft artistic coloring 
and so smoothly painted, that you are 
tempted to touch and see if it does not 
feel a little sating, and what is most re- 
markable is, that ho has noth st any of bis 
strength and power in this elaborate finish 
This artist has a brilliant future before 
him. and 1 sincerely hope lie will coni mu- 
to improve in the next live years, as much 
as lie has in the last. There were many 
pretty flower pieces in the collect ion. one a 
bunch of delicate pink roses in a tall blue 
Venetian glass vase, so natural that you 
could almost smell the delicious perfume; 
another most stately, of beautiful snowy 
old fashioned Peonies, which aic now qui e 
on logic, in ail exqui-ite Leeds jug. 
Several of J. G. Browns and Heards, w hich 
are always attractive. One by the latter 
was especially cute. 

It represented a number of Hares, who, 
strolling merrily through the woods, had 
come across several half full bottles of 
beer, of which they had sipped, drank, and 
gotten badly intoxicated. Some were 
stretched out at full length, sound asleep 
hugging their bottles, others were wildly 
dancing the Can Can, and two or three sat 
quietly contemplative on a neighboring log. 
A goodly number of landscapes and 
marine views looked restfully down from 
the bright walls, and many, many other 
pictures, such it variety in met, that the 
most lastitious could not help hut ho 
pleased. Time flew, and when we reached 
the last room, what was our surprise b* 
find that we had spent three delightful 
hours among these living canvases. Hav- 
ing refreshed ourselves at Clark’s, ami the 
spirit of art having entered our esthetic 
souls, we thought we would view the 
famous “Christ before Pilate,” before re- 
turning to the restful quiet of our hotel. 
You cannot imagine a greater contrast, 
then the bright, sunny Academy with its 
many brilliant frames, and the dark, peace- 
ful Tabernacle, with all its light, concentra- 
ted on the glorious pictures of “Christ be- 
fore Pilate.” it is indeed grand, but so 
sad, that it almost brings tears to my eyes, 
when I think of it. 

The tall, graceful figure of Christ, with 
its refined high bred lace, upon which so 
much sniveling has left its painful trace, 
clothed all in white, standing there quite 
alone among tho crowd of publicans and 
sinners, upon w hose faces yon see expressed 
nothing but hatred and malice. 

Weak Pilate, who does not know exactly 
what tJ do;— You feel sure that he will be 
over persuaded by the high priest and 
crowd of low-lived ruffians, who are all 
crying, “Crucify him,” “Crucify him.” 
The coloring is masterly, so rich and 
sombre, and yet enough of the lighter 
shades to make an artistic ensemble. It is 
to me, in spite of its sadness, the most im- 
pressive picture I have ever seen. 

One really gets at the soul of a picture, 
its meaning and beauty, when one has it 
quite by itself, with nothing to take away 
troiu its grandeur. After seeing this 
master-piece 1 felt as f l Inul seen enough 
for one day. and went home quite content. 
The next evening some friends invited me 
to share their box with them at tin* Madi- 
son Square Theatre, where "Jim the Pen- 
man” has had such si long successful run. 
The plot is to weirdly oriuinal. and the 
caste so fine in every particular that your 
interest is kept up throughout all the three 
acts. The aeting of Mrs. Agues Booth, so 
familiar b» all theatre goers. Mr. Robinson 
and Mr. Holland, is something never to be 
foi gotten. 

Tlie wonderful scene in the second net, 
where Mrs. Ralston lirst diseoveis her hus- 
band's perlldy, is positively thrilling in its 
realism,— where she compares the two 
signatures, and for, the space of one or two 
minutes, not a w ord is said on the stage, 
and you could have heard a pin drop in the 
audience, such was t lie intense power oi 
Mrs. Booth’s acting. -Vs wo spent all Wtd- 
uesday shopping, wo were much too tired 
to see any tiling at all inelo-diamatie, so wo 
dicided to turn our steps toward Dah’s. 
w here they have scored another success in 
the ••'i’aining of the Shrew.” Tho play 
was never a lavoritc of mine, but as ui\en 
hero with all its gorgeous sceneiy. magnif - 
criit stage setting, and perfect costumes, to 
say nothing of its minuet like iuusie.it is 
.dmplv one exquisite pageant from begin- 
ning to end, well worth a trip to New \ oik. 


It is very different from the short play 
Booth usually gives, having five iu*ih. wit it 
tho induction, which is inrely given. It. | 
was acted as only Daly’s company can net, j 
and to say that Ada Rohan was perfect, as 
the wilful, tempestous Katharine, is but 
giving her faint praise: her costumes weie j 
the most picturesque creations, and shea 
most charming tableaux vivante in each 
and every one. 

However, the dress to please me the 
best, was her wedding gown, with the addi- 
tion of the i ieh and becoming travelling j 
ape and hat, of gorgeous Lincoln green j 
civet; five graceful, cm ly white ostiich 
plumes, adorned t If is beautiful chapeau. 

In this gown Katharine was a dream, ; 
never to be foigotteii. and would have j 
pleased William himself, I feel sure. 

Perhaps you think I am taking much too j 
long to tame my shrew, and I dare say you 
are quite right. But 1 must beg your kind : 
indulgence while I say a few last words j 
about the Fifth Act. which is Hie supper , 
scene.— where the husbands wishing to 
test their wives quick obedience to the . 
wills of their lords and masters, send for ' 
them, and Kate, the Xantippc, is the only 
one who obeys. 'Phis scene w as a vision 
of loveliness never to bo repeated, a true 
banquet hall; hero they introduced the 
singing of Bishop s charming ballad. 
“Should he Upbraid.” It was sung by a 
selected chorus of hoys, and one lovely 
soprano voice. They were charmingly 
dressed, and most gracefully grouped i ii 
a balcony, at the rear of tiie stage, ai <1 
from our scats which were in the balcony, 
looked like a lovely Italian fresco. Time, 
and a fear that you will vote'my delightful 
week in New York a most terrildc sore, 
prevent my saying more than a few words 
about the other theatres. Miss Eastlake j 
and Wilson Barrett you have all seen, as j 
Heller and Clito; “Ruddygore," is singing | 
forth its sombre melodies at this moment, 
so wo will in the winds of “Mieawber.” let 
that pass. I heard the “D u-kshader’’ Min- 
strels, and enjoyed them very much. They 
sing wonderfully well, and are quite like 
colored gentlemen in their satin knicker- 
bockers, dress coats and white ties. 

Saw Helen Dauvrny, in Valda Lamar, at 
the Lyceum. Such a dear little threatre ; s 
the Lyceum is, you feel almost in a friend s 
house, its sottly eaipeled floors, warmly ! 
hung walls, and exquisite chandeliers, have 
such a cosy, homelike appearance. The j 
curtain here is a most curious affair, and ; 
it was sometime before I could just make * 
out what it was. It is made of some soit j 
clinging texture, with a pretty convention- j 
al design painted on it. and part of the de- ' 
sign is outlined in spangles and gold heads, j 
very pretty and Eastern in effect. The 1 
play is entertaining and well acted, and the 
author, who has had rather a checkered i 
career, if dame rumor is to be trusted, can i 
surely score a success here. 1 was so 
fatiuucd with my week’s merriment, that I 
feared I should not be able to attend 1 
church on Faster Sunday. However, w hen ! 
the day dawned warm and bright, I decidt d 
to go to St. Mary the Virgin, w here my 
friends told mo you could always hear such 
beautiful music. What was my disappoint- 
ment and disgust on leaching its friendly j 
doors, to find von could only he admitted 
by ticket, and that without tine of these 
paste-hoards they would not let us in. 1 
talked with the door keeper, smiled, my 
sweetest on a dapper vestryman, offeretl to 
pay for my seats, but neither the good 
lo'iks of my escort, or the daintiness of 
my Faster bonnet made any impression, j 
until I woman fashion fired one last shot, I 
and said I was from Boston. Immediately 
they began to take a new interest in me, 
an<l a lady who was entering at that time, 
very kindly offered us two seats in her 
pew. while the dapper vestryman mildly 
remarked as he stroked his mustache, 
“that we were extremely foitunate.” I

They sang first a prelude by 
Wagner, followed by a Mass of Thomas, 
and several lovelv hymns, and the service 
ended by a march of Meyerbeer. 

Imagine if you can. the heavenly effect 
produced by a full orchestra, piano, hoy 
choir, quartet and organ, and you have 
si faint idea of the grandeur of these tones, 
which sire still ringing in my willing ears.

SCHOOL HOARD MEETING. 

Til K COMMITTEE FLOODED WITH PETITIONS 
IN FAVOR OF Mil. Ct’TI.Klt. 

The school board held their regular 
monthly meeting Wednesday evening. 
Mayor Kimball presided, and all the mem- 
bers were present, except Mr. Walton. 

It was stated (hat a committee from tho 
citizen's tm-Hing of Tuesday night were in 
tho building, to wait upon the hoard, ami 
Messrs. Ames and Barton were appointed 
to escort them into the meeting. 

Rev. Mr. Lawrence and Mr. A. I). S. Bell 

I appeared nnd were given an opportunity to 
he hcnnl. 

Mr. Ames stated for their information 
that the resignation of Mr. Cutler was not 
i yet before the hoard, and it was proper for 
eitizens to appear and he heard. On April 
j loth he had received a letter from Mr. C’ut- 
{ lor, declining to be a candidate for re-elec- 
tion, but he had urged him to reconsider 
[ the matter, as his resignation would ho a 
great loss to the city. Mr. Cutler in a sub- 
sequent letter had consented to leave the 
matter in tho hands of hit friends. 

Rev. Mr. Lawrence said that at the open- 
ing of the meeting at City Hall, he had 
stated that lie had no otlicial knowledge ot 
Mr. Cutler's resignation, but tho meeting 
acted on the tumor that such a letter had 
been sent. Tho meeting had been called in 
the interests of higher education in New- 
ton. and more specifically in the cause of 
the High School, in which wo lire as much 
intciestcd as you, although we have ap- 
pointed you it* guardians. Incidentally 
the meeting was called in the interest of 
Mr. Cutlet, hut in the earnest dehalo time 
followed, the welt ure of the High School 
was the first consideration. It. was not »n 
tho interest of Mr. Cutler for the High 
School, but tho High School for Air. Cutler. 
All felt that the decision of this important 
question rested with you, and all l el t per- 
fect conlidciicc that you would act wisely. 
Probably no city in the state lias a inoio 
honored school hoard than Newton, or one 
whose members have a higher regard for 
duty, or greater wisdom or more practical 
common sense. All felt that tho interests 
of the school are safe in your hands. We 
leave the matter to the school hoard, hut at 
the same time a school board is not om- 
niscient. is not above counsel, and the de- 
sign of the meeting was to gather no pub- 
lic sentiment as a help and guide to your 
decision of the question. It has given you 
groat solicitude lor weeks past. From my 
experience on the school board 1 know it is 
a perplexing question for you to solve, and 
therefore the wishes of your constituents, 
of the parents who have children in the 
school, who have visited it. and know its 
excellences and its def<cis,will have weight 
with you. The resolutions that were passed 
were prepared with a view to aid you in a 
matter in which tiic citizens are so deeply 
interested. Mr. Lawnneo then recalled 
the serious problem that confronted the 
school board some years* ago when Mr. 
Waterhouse jcsigned, and said the situa- 
tion now only differed in degree and notin 
kind. lie was convinced the more lie 
thought over it, that the school would suffer 
seriously if Mr. Cutler should leave. .Such 
teachers ns lie are i are, and are not to be 
found easily. Mr. Lawrence then repeated 
his opinion of Mr. Cutler, expressed at the 
citizens’ meeting, and told of the largo 
crowd present, the enthusiasm and unani- 
mity that prevailed, the fact that a day’s 
notice should draw such a number of prom- 
inent citizens, representing in w ealth, social 
position and intelligence ihe best class of 
citizens, and the leeliug that prevailed was 
that the city would act in a spirit of un- 
wisdom. in not knowing how to appreciate 
such a man, or of levity, as yielding to pre- 
judice, it it sent away such a teacher. He 
referred to the fact that as chairman of the 
school board when Mr. Cutler first came, 
he, at the request of parents, wrote him a 
note in regard to the over-severity of his 
discipline. Is it probable that such a man 
h is dcgenoiaicri? If asked what to do 
with the problem that confronted the 
hoard, he could not answer, hut would 
I trust to their wisdom to solve it, hut he 
saw one element of hope in the new build- 
ing which would relieve the overcrowded 
rooms. A lady who spoke at the meeting 
had called attention to this fact as causing 
pehaps some of tho trouble, and we all 
| know how nervous had air makes even 
grown people. He hoped tho hoard would 
I reappoint Mr. Cutler, ami not resort to such 
; extreme measures as cutting off the head 
1 of the school to cure trouble which existed 
j elsewhere.
